The Russians hurriedly escaped 
into the harbour, and the Japanese 
did not pursue them too far from ~ 
consideration of the “danger from 
miries.—Our own correspo:

(1) Admiral Togo reports that on 
receipt of a wireless message from 
the picket ship at Port Arthur at 11 
a.m, on the 22nd inst., stating that 
the enemy's fleet had emerged from 
the port, he advanced with his ivhole 
fleet, except the vessels on a special 
mission. ‘The enemy consisted of six 
battleships, five cruisers, and fourteen 
destroyers, and they seemed to be 
at.em) ting to move southward, but 
at nightfall they stayed outside the 
port, That night the majérity of 
our destroyers and’ torpedo-boats 
attacked the enemy’s fleet outside 
the port. It appeared that at least 
one HMleehis the Peresviet type 
was sunk, and one battleship of the 
Sevastopol type and one cruiser of 
the Diana type were seen towed into 
port next morning, apparently seri- 
ously damaged. On our side the 
ward-room of the destroyer Shira- 
kuno was damaged and three men 
killed, and one surgeon and two men 
wounded.

1,222,185 
according to the rate of exchange pre- 
vailing upon that day. | They. thei’ 
demanded the delivery of the goods. 
Defendants refused, saying that tho 
account must be settled according to the 
rate of exchange prevailing on the day 
their own draft became due, which: was 
25th January. The difference in the 
exchange on the amount between these 
two dates, the 25th Jan, and tho 9th 
Feb., amounted to ‘is. 50, which 
they’ demanded before they would 
hand over the goods. The action 
was to compel defendants to han 
over the goods, The plaintiffs, who 
were represented by Mr. Ohlinger, con- 
tended that they had the right to settle 
the account at the rate prevailing on the 
day when they paid. ‘The caso was first 
heard on the 10th inst. ‘The question as 
to which was the correct date for taking 
the exchange rate was then referred to the 
German Chamber of Commerce. When 
the Court sat again on the 2st inst.'a 
communication from this Chambor- was 
read stating that there was no custom 
in Shanghai which would compel tho’ 
guarantor to settle tho exchange accord

THE PORT ARTHUR 





FLEET. 
27th June. 
‘THe news which we circulated 


yesterday of the reappearance in the 
‘open of the Port Arthur fleet at least 


proved that Admiral Witgert was 


not exaggerating when he telegraph- 
ed to St. Petersburg that all the 


damaged men-of-war in the harbour 


had been repaired, and were ready 
for sea again, Mr. Faller, the cor- 
respondent of the “ Indianapolis 
News,” the report of whose recent 
venturesome voyage to Port Arthur 
and back we printed on Saturday, 
said that he saw from his prison 
window the whole fleet repaired and 
in good order, and he enumerated 
them, as follows :—Battleships: Peres- 
viet, Pobieda, Poltava, Retvizan, and 
Sevastopol. Cruisers: Askold, Bay- 
an, Diana, Novik, and Pallada. As 
‘Admiral Togo reports that six battle- 
ships and five cruisers came out, the 
sixth battleship being the Cesare- 
vitch, whose repairs have been com- 
pleted since Mr. Fuller left, the 
whole fleet was represented, 

‘The constant explosions, that have 

been heard of late at Port Arthur have 
no doubt been caused by the Russians 
Ulasting 1 passage through the 
cement-laden vessels sunk by the 
Jupanese at the entrance to the 
ort, ‘The fact that the Russian 
Het has been able to emerge after 
all does uot show that Admiral 
‘Pogo's blocking operations were a 
failure. ‘They succeeded in keeping 
the Russian fleet inactive while 
tie landing of troops was going 
on in the Gulf of Liaotung, and pre- 
vented a possible raid which might 
have had even more disastrous conse- 
quences to the Japanese than the 
recent raid of the Vladivostock 
squidron. 

It is usual to give steamers a trial 
trip afier they have undergone re- 
pairs, and it was with this object 
no doubt, and to pick up som 

+ of the Japanese mines, that Admiral 
Witgert made his little trip wit 
such unpleasant consequences on 
Thursday. It could not have been 
with any hope of finding another 
port of refuge, for that would 
have been a hopeless design; the 
Admiral evidently did not cbme 
out with the intention of engaging 
the Japanese fleet and expiring in 
the open after doing as much damage 
as he could ; fur all he seems to have 
done was to go a little way south- 
ward, and then turn back and anchor 
under the guns of the forts of Port 
‘Arthur, ready for the inevitable 
Japanese torpedo attack when night 
came on, The Japanese destroyers 
and torpedu-boats—none of the big 
Japanese ships seem to have come 









into action on this occasion—were 
ready as usual, and. during the 
night they succeeded in sinking 
one Russian ironclad—rumour says 
that it was again the Russian 
flagship—and damaging another 
battleship and a cruiser so seriously 
that they had to be towed into the 
harbour the next morning. The 
extraordinary thing is the very little 
damage that was done to the Japan- 
ese mosquito flect, which shows that 
even with the aid of searchlights, it 
is almost impossible to hit these 
small craft, steaming fast, at night. 

Perhaps Admiral Witgert was 
persuaded to challenge the Japanese 
leet in the open by a belief in the 
statements in our French and Ger- 
man contemporaries that Admiral 
Togo has now only two available 
ironclads, ‘the Asahi and Mikasa, 
three having beeu lost, and the Fuji 
being so seriously damaged that she 
is out of service. There is no founda- 
tion, however, for this story, as 
Admira! Witgert will doubtless dis- 
cover if he makes another trial trip. 
It has been evident for some time 
that, in consequence of the danger 
from Russia’s indiscriminate mine- 
laying, Admiral Togo has withdrawn 
his big ships from the immediate 
vicinity of Port Arthur, and entrusted 
the duty of watching the Russians to 
his small craft. ‘The story of last 
Thursday night’s action shows that 
his confidence in his mosquito fleet 
was well justified. 





A POSSIBLE 
MANCHURIAN SEDAN. 


28th June. 

Ir wants only some three months 
of thirty-four years since the cul- 
minating German victory of Sedan, 
and yet the memory of that epoch- 
making event is as fresh in the 
minds of all who took an interest in 
the prand struggle then in progress,-— 
aud who did not ?—as though it were 
but yesterday. Though the war was 
but six weeks old, in those fateful 
weeks there had already risen a new 
{factor in European politics to tak-- 
he place of one about to pass away. 
fhe German Empire, although not 
formally promulgated till some 
months later, had really come to birth 
‘om the same day and in the same 
' place as the Napoleonic Empire had 
‘met its fate, the day and field of 
Sedan, 
} Europe watched spell-bound the 
‘spectacl: of the few days’ man- 
| euvring before the great fight. For- 
j bach and Weissemburg had already 
‘been won, and Bazaine, too tardy in 
‘his movements, had been driven back 
|into Metz by Germans with their 
| backs to Paris and their faces to 
‘Berlin, MacMahon was at Chalons 
with the remnant of his beaten army 
and such reinforcements as could be 





astounding order to attempt the 
relief of Bazaine. There was aothing 
for it but to obey, The Emperor was 
with him, but it was not military 
necessity that dictated the move- 
ment. ‘he order came from Paris 
where it was held to be politically 
essential that Metz should be reliev- 
ed. So, with a foreboding of what 
was in store, MacMahon set ont on a 
roundabout way tuwards the north 
to succour the beleazuered fortress. 
Moltke divined in an instant the 
object: of the move, and took the most 
perfect steps to turn his enemy's 
error to account. The German forces 
already west: of Meiz swung round 
on their right, and, keep.ng their left 
shoulders up, arrived in the nick of 
time in position to prevent any turn- 
ing back on thé part of MacMahon's 
army, while other forces advancing 
from other points had stopped all 
progress, thanks to. some phenomenal 
marching. ‘The French were literally 
hemined in, and had to fight at the 
grentest disadvantage, which they 
id with characteristic bravery. No 
courage, however, could avail against 
such odds, and the result is historical, 
We have recalled ancient history 
to this extent only to point out the 
possible parallel’ up north, The 
fight at the Yalu corresponds 
with the earlier contests in 1870. 
‘The Russians have been driven back 
just as the French were, ‘They 
have Metz in Port Arthur. ‘Their 
MacMahon has lately been at 
the Manchurian Chalons, Liaoyang, 
where, if repors spenks true, he his 
found very much the same difficn'ty 
troubled his prototype « in 
Nothing ready, nothing 
is wanted, insufficient 
sufficient numbers, and 
worse still, the same interference 
behind him. Had MacMahon 
been left alone he would never 
have thought of entering upon 
such a hare-brained expedition as 
was forced upon him. Now, if ac- 
counts be true, General Kuropatkin 
is being hampered, and worse than 
hampered, by instructions and posi- 
tive orders from the Czar, He 1s to 
relieve Port Arthur! 


‘A month ago military experts in 
Europe were already pointing out 
the risk he ran of being cut off. It 
is true many of these so-called ex- 
perts had forgotten altogether about 
the altered conditions when the snow 
began to melt. They forgot, if 
they ever knew, that the time for 
easy communication in Manchuria 
is the winter when the frezen snow 
makes roads everywhere. In all 
probability, the difficulty of moving 
at all under the prevailing conditions 
of weather has had a great deal to 
do with the apparent deliberation of 
the Japanese movements. But the 
nearer General. Kuropatkia sends his 
forces to Port Arthur--the-better: the 
chance of the repetition of the -grelt

German coup of thirty-four years'ap 
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‘There have already been rumours 
in the native Press pointing to the 
possibility, we might perhaps say the 
probability, of this result, which can 
in fact only be averted by the great 
and sudden increase ‘of Russian 
Z Bower, or an equally sudden with- 
rawal, for it is no disparagement to 
General Kuropatkin or his gallant 
men to say that they cannot achieve 
the impossible. The latest estimates 
we have of the forces at the disposal 
of the two parties give the Japanese 
at least twite as many meu as their 
opponents, men flushed with the 
results of unchecked success, burning 
to distinguish themselves, and abso- 
lutely obsessed, if we may use the 
term in such a case, with the justice 
of their cause. No task is too diffi- 
cult, for such men to attempt, no 
danger too dreadful to deter them. 
All that is wanted with such troops 
is a sufficiency of numbers and the 
requisite skill in direction. So far 
there seems to have been no lack of 
either, and if the Russians wish to 
avoid losses like that of Sedan, we 
would strongly advise their Govern- 
ment to leave the direction of the 
campaign to those who ought to 
know better how to conduct it than 
the political wire-pullers of St. 
Petersburg.

when they were still a kingdom, an 
impracticability to which he at- 
tributed the loss of their indepon- 
dence, that he would doubtless have 
thrown on one side the pamphlet 
published in London which lies befure 
us, with the title “The Polish 
Socialist Party. The present Re- 
volutionary Movement ia Poland.” 
‘The fires that it was thought were 
quenched for ever when Kosciusko 
fell have continued to burs beneath 
the surface in Polisi breasts, and 
the Polish Socialist Party, recalling 
the words of Mr. George Brandes 
eighteen years ago: “There is ono 
thing in Poland of which the Rus- 
sian Government is even more afraid 

* than of the dissatisfaction of the 
Catholic Church—that: is Socialism,” 
has started a definite political move- 
ment, its aim being the independence 
of Poland, ‘There is nothing ex- 
travagant in its programme, which 
is stated as follows in the pamphles 
before us:— | 


“Tue INDEPENDENT Powis De- 
mocratic REPUBLIC 
“ Based on the following lines. 
“Tn Ponrticat aspect. 


“Direct universal suffrage and 
the ballot; legislation by the people 
with popular right of sanetion and 
initiative, 














“Complete equality ofall national- 
ities forming the federative republic. 

“Local government for the com- 
munes and provinces, the adminis- 
trative officers being elected. 

“Complete equality before the law 


of all citizens, indiscriminately of 


sex, race, nationality, and creed. 

“Complete freedom of speech, 
Press, meetings, and coalitions. 

* Legal proceedings free of charge ; 
election of justices and responsibility 
of administrative officers before the 
courts. 

“Compulsory, gratuitous, and gen- 
eral education supplied by the State. 

“Abolition of standing army; all 
the nation is to be armed. 

“Progressive income tax and pro- 
gressive tax on fortunes and legacies ; 
abolition of ail taxes on foodstuffs 
aud articles of first necessity. 

“In Economic Aspect. 

“Factory legislation :—(«) Eight 
hours labour day, 36 hours of repose 
every week ; uh establishment of| 
minimum wage; (¢) equal payment:

“Gradual socialisation of the land, 
means of production, and means of 
communication.” 

‘The second division of the above 
programme is decidedly open to 
criticism, but the time has not yet 
come for its discussion to be of any 
practical value. The next question 
touched on is the right of the Poles, 
who number twenty millions, to en. 
deavour to secure their independence. 
It is not asserted that every nation 
has an abstract right to an independ- 
ent political existence, for some of 
them in that ease would have to fight 
against Powers representing higher 
forms of civilisation than their own ; 
but it is asserted that the Poles have 
a moral right to independence. “ But, 
leaving apart the question of moral 
Tights, we have the moral force to’ 
fight Russia, and when doing so we 
shall fight a Power representing not 
only « lower type of civilisation than 
our own, but a Power representing 
constant menace to the general pro- 
gress of the world.” The bane of 
Russia, it is stated, lies in the fact 
that the supreme authority is vested, 
not in the laws, but in the irrespon- 
sible bureaucracy. As soon as some- 
thing happens which will shake the 
political and social system of Russia 
to its foundations, there will be an 
armed outbreak in Poland which will 
force Russia to retreat from Pyt's', 
provinces, and the favourable moment 
1s drawing near. ‘The revolutionary 


attempts of 1831 and 1863 failed he- 
cause they were undertaken by the 
middle classes, the masses of the 
population being indifferent, “At 
the present time it is the workman 
and peasant who suffer mostly from 
the Russian misrule and who will 
start the revolution. Poland has 
sufficient internal force to win her 
independence, and we shall begin to 
use this internal force—whatever the 
lovers of ‘ peace at any price’ may tell 
us—whenever we see the chances of 
success,” 


Some considerable space is devoted 
to a description of the method in 
which the revolutionary propaganda 
is carried on, in a country where 
there is neither freedom of speech 
nor freedom of the Press, Not- 
withstanding the vigilance of the 
police, there are several revolutionary 
papers published in the country and 
others smuggled in from outside, 
The number of copies of publica- 
tions distributed is shown in a table 
covering nine years. Taking the 
first and last years, we find that in 
1895 they numbered 12,700 published 
in Poland, and 15,767 smuggled from 
abroad. These had increased in 
1903 to 103,600 and 74,260 respec- 
tively. These numbers may not 
seem very imposing, but it must be 
remembered that all this literatu.e 
has to be distributed by an under- 
j ground post office organised by the 
Socialists, and “it must not be for- 
gotten that every one of these 
pamphlets goes from hand to hand 
until it is completely worn out 
and unreadable. Thus it is clear 
that the ‘social efficiency’ of ‘ thou- 
sands’ of our literature is perhaps 
j greater that that of ‘hundreds of 
thousands’ in countries enjoying the 
freedom of the Press, and therefore 
it may be hoped that it corresponds 
to the ‘social cost’ of the pro- 
paganda.” ‘This social cost is very 
serious. Accurate figures are un- 
obtainable: but it is known that in 
1908, 140 persons were committed, 
jand sentenced variously to pr son, 
‘hard labour in Siberia, exile 
Siberia, exile to northern Russia, and 
simple exile from Poland. Many 
of these were two or three years in 
\ prison before they were tried. Every 
‘opportunity is taken to hoid public 
demonstrations, “and neither Cos- 
| sacks’ charges nor hundreds of arrests 
jean, prevent the people from parti- 
,cipdting. Demonstrations, originally 
confined to Warsaw, are continually 
spreading to the provincial towns.” 

We conclude this brief notice of a 
movement which th» present war 
‘will perhaps quicken into overt ac-

tion, with two paragraphs which help 
' to explain the support quietly given 
‘at the present time to the Socialist 
puty in Poland:— 

i Tn the last quarter of thy pase 
century there occurred in the King- 
dom of Poland what may jusily be 
called an economic revolution, ‘There 
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is perbaps no spot in Europe where 
the growth of great industries has 
been so rapid and successful. In a 
comparatively short time Poland has 
lost her former purely agricultural 
character, and at the present moment 
one-third of ber population lives in 
towns, and one-fourth of the male 
adults are employed as wage-earners 
in factories, mines, and worksho 
In the beginning and in the middle 
of the last century there was not a 
large class of the population which 
had a direot interest in the abolition 
of Russian rule in Poland. The sub- 
sequent economic change has created 
snch a class, and it is among these 
newly created workmen that revolu- 
tiovary propaganda finds unanimous 
support. 

“But this support is not limited 
to only one class. ‘The whole nation, 
from top to bottom, is so oppressed 
by the arbitrary methods of the 
Government, that the activities of 
Socialists also meet with thesympathy 
of the middle classes and with ever- 
increasing support from the peasants.” 








“CHINESE LABOUR IN 
THE TRANSVAAL” 


30th Tune. 


As we have been accused of 
opposing the recruiting in China of 
labourers for the Rand, though our 
only objection has been the expres- 
sion of a doubt whether the recruits 
really understood the conditions that 
awaited them when they reached the 
mines, we are glad to be able to 
make a summary of an able argu- 
ment in favour of the introduction 
ot Chinese labour, which takes the 
form of a pamphlet of 39 pages with 
the above title by Mr. g Kinloch 
Cooke, reproduced with amendments 
and addition from the “Empire 
Review.” Its circulation had reached, 
when it was sent us, a total of 10,000 
copies. 

Mr. Cooke is for Chinese labour 
with restrictions, and he is strongly 
against exclusion, a policy from 
which Australia is now suffering. 
Australia, however, is a white man's 
country, and with only three million 
whites in Australia, and a population 
next door of four hundred million 
Chinese, the open door to the latter 
would soon have meant the replace- 
ment of the white by the yellow 
man. South Africa on the other 
hand is a black man’s country, con- 
taining, as it does, south of the 
Zambesi, about six million blacks to 
a million whites, It is obvious, then, 
that the white man must be the 
skilled, and the black man the un- 
skilled labourer in South Africa; but 
if the Chinese were allowed in without 
restrictions, they would compete both 
with the skilled white and the un- 
skilled black labour. Hence the 
necessity for restrictions. 








Mr. Cooke combats at some length 
the charge that the Chinese are so 
peculiarly immoral a race, that their 
introduction into South Africa is a 
serious danger. To our readers who 
know that the Chinese are not 
monsters, but just ordinary human 
beings, it is quite unnecessary to 
labour this point. He goes on to 
show that it is absurd to describe 
the condition that the Transvaal 
Labour Importation Ordinance is 
intended to produce as a form of 
slavery. ‘This Ordinance has already 
been discussed in our columns, and 
we may agree with Mr, Cooke that 
there can be but one answer to the 
question, “if there is the slightest 
comparison between the position of 
the Chinese labourers indentured 
under the Transvaal Ordinance and 
that of the slaves who were carried 
off against their will to work in the 
plantations.” It is pointed out also 
that the British Guiana Ordinance, 
which was passed when the present, 
Opposition were in power in England, 
contains almost exxetly the same 
restrictions. The introduction of 
Chinese under these restrictions 
should be welcomed by Mr. Burns 
and Mr, Seddon and other labour 
leaders, instead of being condemned, 
says Mr. Cooke, because their fixed 
intention is to prevent the Chinese 
competing with skilled white labour 
in South Africa, 

The “ Economic Side ” of the ques- 
tion is then treated. It is unjust to 
say that the mine-owners have always 
wanted to introduce Chinese ; they 
are doing it as a last resource. 
Everything has been done to get 
black labour ; “in the opinion of all 
experts, native labour is the best 
labour; it is the cheapest, it is the 
labour of the country, and it needs 
no new regulations, nor raises any 
economic difficulties.” But the po- 
pulation from which native workers 
may be drawa is only 4,672,230, of 
whom only ten per cent, or 467,223 
are willing to undertake outside 
employment. But they will only 
work six months in the year, so that 
the total available supply is only 
235,611, which iocludes a special 
contingent of 2,000 from districts 
where recruiting is otherwise pro- 
hibited. The present shortage in 
the Transvaal is 221,399, and 182,000 
are at present at work. This leaves 
only 53,611 to supply the shortage; 
from which it is evident that labour 
is much wanted. The trouble is 
that the South African native is 
poor, but he’s proud and he's parti- 
cular; he doesn’t like work of any 
kind, and he objects especially to 
mining. It is absolutely untrue to 
say that the natives are badly treated 
and badly paid. They are much 
better off than the agricultural 
labourers and the dock labourers in 
England. Their average pay is 54s. 
a month, and they are kept, housed, 
doctored, and insured against accid- 





ents at the cost of their employers, 
and at the end of his contract each 
native is given £8 and a new suit of 
clothes, if he will re-engage for a 
farther term. 

‘An objection made to work 
at the mines is the high death 
rate, and there is a great deal 
of pneumonia in the winter months. 
But it is the new arrivals who 
cause the high death rate. “The 
native often waits till he is starving 
before he accepts an engagement. 
Asa natural result he is not physic- 
ally fit to work on arrival, and soon 
succumbs if he catches cold.” Homes 
of Rest have now been established, 
where the recruits are fed up until 
they are fit to work. 

To get uuskilled labour dons by 
white men is impossible. ‘The lowest 
wage at which they can be asked to 
work is 12s, a day, and even then 
white men will not do what they call 
“ Kaffir’s work.” Mr. Cooke says that 
it has been stated at home that 
the mine-owners are anxious to in- 
troduce Chinese in order to be able 
to dismiss their white men; but the 
fact is that for every eight unskilled 
coloured labourers introduced, one 
skilled white man js employed at a 
satisfactory rate of wages. Mr. Cooke 
does not seem to meet the assertion 
that the mine-owners are afraid to 
employ more white labour lest their 


trade unions should become too 
strong. 
‘The refusal to allow Chinese 


labour to be introduced would mean, 
we are assured, the bankruptcy of 
the new colonies, and the transfer of 
their liabilities to the taxpayer at, 
home, which is evidently an exag- 
geration, ‘The men, we are told, 
“who have made great financial 
sacrifices to pay for the war, and are 
still suffering from that sacrifice, have 
a right to demand a hearing, and to 
refuse their sanction to the abandon- 
ment of the only policy that can avoid 
rain to the Transvaal, and the abso- 
lute waste ofall the blood and treasure 
expended to obtain the supremacy of 
the British flag south of the Zambesi.” 
Such an ill-judged sentence as this 
does a great deal to spoil Mr. Cooke’s 
argument. Tt strengthens the hands 
of our enemies who say that the Boer 
war was really undertaken for the sake 
of the Rand‘mines. Mr. Cooke then 
shows that public opinion in the 
Transvaal is really in favour of the 
introduction of Chinese and makes 
the rather bold statement that every 
signature to the celebrated petition 
was genuine, though he does not 
deny that in many cases the same 
person signed several times. The 
objection that if the Australian mines 
ean be worked with white labour, the 
‘Transvaal mines can also be so work- 
ed, is met by the statement that the 
Australian ore is valued roughly at 
£4 per ton, while the value of the ore 
in a very large number of Rand mines 
is only 25s, in a certain number 35s, 
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and in only thirteen mines as much 
as 50s, a ton. With white labour 
only 31 out of the 79 companies 
crushing before the war could meet 
their cost of production. 

Want of space obliges us to post- 
pone the consideration of Mr. Cooke’s 
concluding section in which he deals 
with the “Imperial Side” of the 
question.

A Flight For Life and an Inside 
View of Mongolia. By James Hudson 
Roberts, Missionary of the American 
Board. ‘Boston: ‘The Pilgrim Press, 
pp. 402, 

‘This is a handsomely printed and well 
illustrated account of the escape of the 
American missionaries who happened to 
be at Kalgan when the storm of 1900 
burst upon them in full force, just as all 
but one of them had arrived from Peking. 
At first sight it would seom to a casual 
‘observer as if a traveller, when onco 
beyond the Groat Wall, or what there is 
loft of it at Changchiak‘ou, would be in 
no dangor from Boxers, or on any largo 
scalo from \Chinese, the land being 
sparsely populated, and mostly by bands. 
of Mongols. But Mr. Roberts's vivid 
narrative shows that it was as true there 
as olsowhore that no such demonstration 
of tho essontial unity of the Chinese 
Empire has ovor beon given as wns 
furnished in the summer of four yoars 
ago. Throngh all the weary 2,000 from 

‘algan to Urga, the party, now rein- 
forced by a largo band of Swedes and 
Norwogians, was apparently in just as 
much danger as thoy had been when on 
tho road from Peking to Kalgan. Even’ 
after leaving Urga, whoro the Russian 
Consul did all that ho could for them, the 
risks continued for another six hundred 
and moro li, to Kiachta, where there 
wore artificial Chinese difficulties about| 
crossing tho line, only overcome by the 
holp of telograms from St. Petersburg. 
Mr. Roberts makos tho hardships of 
this travel for inexport lsymon and for| 
dolicato ladies and childron appear very 
real, as they actually were. It is a sug- 
gostive fact that though tho caravan, or 
“Combination,” as a Chinese telograph 
operator styled it, was on the move al- 
most all tho time from the 6th June when| 
they loft Poking, it was not until the 13th 
August, the day bofore Poking was reliev- 
od, that safety was assured by the actual 
protection of the Russian flag. Five of 
the chapters are devoted to some account 
of tho Mongolian country, the people, 
thoir Ianguago, and a rapid sketch of 
their history, ‘religion, ote. Like all 
others who have been indebted to them 
for favours which money could not buy 
and which China would not grant, tho 
author is struck with the high civilisation, 
of tho Russians as aguinst that of 
Asiatics. But Russia, like China, is a 
compound noun of multitude, an% °s 
many phases, somo of which we have . o¢ 
as yot soon on a large scale, This volume 
is valuable as an addition to the extensive 
and growing literature of the Boxer!

‘This volume is intended to gather up 
some of the experiences of the count- 
Jess Christians who suffered in the 
Boxer period, and to preserve a suffi- 
ciently full and accurate record of the 
‘same for the edification of the Church 
Universal. Several other collections of| 
narratives of this sort have been already 
made, but for the most part the present 
volume does not appear to overlap those 
which have preceded it. Miss Miner is 
already widely and favourably known 
by her “Women’s Diary of the Sioge” 
published in the “Outlook” . (New 
York), and still more so by her “ Two 
Heroes of Cathay,” giving the story of 
two Chineso studonts whom the great: 
American Republic did’ its best to 
keep out of its domains, and to worry 
after they had gained a grudging ad- 
mittance. The book is well and hand- 
somely illustrated, and ought to have 
not only a wide reading, but a mission of 
peculiar importance in embalming the

It would 
be diffclt to give oven on outline hiere of 
this excellent paper, but if report be true 
the public in general may look forward, at 
no distant date, to study in toto the careful 
researches of Gonsul-General Hosi, ‘The 
information be has gathered will portray 
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‘Szechuan as she is, while, between the lines, 
are the prophecies of what she may be to- 
morrow.

Anti-Reform. 

‘The Native Freo Library a few days 
ago received a rude shock. A letter from 
the Taotai arrived ordering the local ma- 
gistrates to-examine carefully every book, 
for he feared some were written in a 
“ Kang-yu-wei spirit.” He had found the 
same at Chinchou (near Shasi) and sus- 
pected as much in Ichang. As a result of 
this official inspection the library has 
been stripped of quite half its books, and 
80 the glorious old classical gods reign 
once again, while the new-fangled modern 
deities have been banished. 

The reading room was formerly paper- 
ed with brilliantly coloured pictures 
made in Japan. ‘They were chielly sets 
illustrative of anatomy, machinery, and 
natural history. One side of the room 
had some gorgeous Japanese cuts of the 
last Chino-Japanese war showing the 
Chinese being sawn asunder and otherwise 
murdered in their thousands by the blood- 
thirsty Japanese. 

‘These have all been removed since the 
arrival of the Taotai’s letter. When visi- 
ting the place I asked them were they not 
ashamed to have pictures of the defeat of 
their country adorning the walls? “Oh 
no” said a native visitor, pictures like 
these will perhaps prove a means of edu- 
cating the people. They will ask how 
came the Japanese to be thus superior to 





Ug, and the much-neéded reforms may 
ghen begin.” In case such a consumma- 
‘ion should come to the land the official 
class have promptly removed these battle 
scones from thé walls. 

‘The fossilised official above referred to 
has this year forbidden the natives to hold 
their annual regatta, the dragon-boat 
races, giving then the grandmotherly 
excuse that in previous years far too much 
money had been wasted on these races, 
and he, as their “ father-mother-official ® 
would have his children save up their 
precious earnings. 

The Wuchang Examinations. 

Last year the examinations for Chu-rén| 
(M. A.)'wore held at Wuchang and mem- 
bers went down from Ichang to the capi- 
tal of the province. Now, on the pay- 
ment of a small fee, the candidates can 
have the essays they wrote returned to 
them. Many have done so and to their sur- 
prise they find their essays havo not even 
been looked at; there is not an examiner's 
mark on any of them. Three whole pre- 
fectures in western Hupeh have been thus 
shelved. Sixty M. A’s aro allowed to be 








chosen from each examining district and 
their Excellencies wore careful to got the 
full sixty from the schools they them- 
selves had opened in Wuchang. Thus it 
becomes a mere Loe ( enter for the 
M. A. examination, it is sad to think 
of the many budding goniuses who are 
thus deprived of even tho chance of ob- 
taining tho coveted degree.“ Why not 
appeal against such flagrant injustice ?” I 
asked one. “Who daro appoal against 
‘one’s superiors ?” ho replied.

“Teashop talk” has dis- 
covered reasons, latent and otherwise, which 
are supposed to explain the presence of so 
mang outside people at this particular spot 
in China. Out of variant versions come the 
following : 

L—Tue Gorves Ber. 

‘Many years. ago, when priests were 
numerous on Mobkanshan, a large amount of 
gold accumulated. It was announced that 
the tones from a bell made of this precious 
‘metal would soothe many evil, and secure the 
favour of some good, spirits for those living 
‘near this costly talisman. Accordingly when 
the bell was finished priestcraft flourished

until 360 establishments were in evidence. 
Hovravor, it was impossible to keep tho bell 
in ‘one spot—irresitibly, it seems, 
moved from place to place, presamably to 
approach nearer some favoured one. At last 
1 head priest determined to bury # hard 
and fast to secure his own good fortune. 
The workmen, of course, were blindfolded 
and led to a spot he had chosen. Eventually 
the bell was planted firm and deep. This 
displeased the genii so much that tho priest 
died and the secret perished with him. The 
‘other priests disputed about the location of 
the bell and all traces disappeared. Now the 
foreigners profess to dig foundations for 
hhouses in order to build summer-houses, but 
it is perfectly evident that they aro all 
searching for the precious talisman. The 
proof is plain from the fact that they leave 
the houses empty about nine months in the 
year and only come when they can stay and 
uso their instruments (thermometers, ete.) 
in the warm weather. ‘The wonderful bell iz 
sure to be near the man of the greatest age, 
with the largest number of sons and the 
heaviest bank account. ‘Tho legend goes 
that. when 360 houses have been built the 
Golden Bell will automatically come to tho 
surface and the first finder will be happy 
ever after.

Some time after the Golden Bell had dis- 
appeared enough silver was collected to cast 
‘another equal in value and immensely larger. 
But as one of the periodic revolutions 
‘swept over China, tho metal was buried for 
safekeeping. A ‘forest fire overran the 
mountain and no one has ever yet been able 
4o find the hidden treasure. Ostensibly, the 
Chineso labourers accopt wages when they 
dig foundations for houses at Mobkanshan 
‘but any one who understands the matter 
inows that they aro really seeking for lost 
silver; the mosey they accept from foreigners 
meroly “saves their face.” The lucky year 
within the cyclo of 360 is evidently now not 
far away.

‘At a temple off to the south from Prospect 
Point there is an iron bell with an inserip- 
tion. of what it says it must be 
read to mean, “If over this bell of its own 
accord should ring the magic number, the 
Golden Boll will come to the surface. ‘The 
Silver Bell Treasure will bo disclosed and a 

change in China will make every- 
‘body happy for 360 years.” When that cyclo 
closes all houses at Mobkanshan will dis- 
appear, and a wilderness of bamboos will 
‘over the place only to revive again in cyclic 
periods,

Centuries ago a Chinese Solon visited this 
apex of Mobkanshan. He noticed the wind 
blowing all around, but whero he stood it 
was perfectly still. He inferred that he had 
discovered the point of equilibrium between 
wind and water (probably the vacuum vortex 
‘of a small cyclone, produced by opposite 
currents of air). At any rate a pagoda was 
built there and both vegetation and populs- 
wind flourished. At last tho pagoda fell into 
ruin, and the houses and people disappeared. 
So far no foreigner has been able to bay 
‘this place because it is an open question 
whether there would follow an era of Great 
Peace or Revolution. The Water Dragon is 
favourable, i.e., allows the walls of houses 
to go up in moist clay, but the Wind Dragon 
is opposed because the typhoons sometimes 
blow. them down. No more than 360 houses 
roust be built ob Mohkanshan lest the Fire 
Dragon should emergo in anger and then 
"Tashan would become a volcano and destroy 
everything around it.

Official Changes. 

There is very little news to chronicle 
from this region. We have just had a 
change of officials. Our hsieu has gone 
up to Wuchang, to await a new and 
better appointment. Our now official 
comes from the neighbouring county, 
Wuchanghsien. Rumour has it that he 
was sent here because he went too fast 
in his reforms when at Wuchanghsien. 
He wished to push on with the building 
of the county college, but the workmen 
could not get bricks. He sent to somo 
kilns not far away and ordered the bricks 
to be carried in at once. But the bricks 
were bespoken for one of the new 
schools at the proviacial capital. Of 
course the building of that school could 
not goon, and there was'a row. The 
result is we have a now magistrate, who 
is even moro advanced in his ideas’ than 
our late mandarin, But one cannot be 
sure that the above story is the true one. 


‘The County College 

here is almost finished. ‘The main build- 
ings are finished, and tho workmen are 
building the houses for the professors. 
‘The number of buttons to be given at the 
next examination has been reduced by 
thirty. Each yoar will see a reduction 
of these buttons, and the programme for 
the future is one of progress from the 
elementary schools into the hsien School, 
from the hsien School to the Fu College, 
where the students will take their B.A. 
degree; and from the Fu College into 
the Provincial college at Wuchang, where 
students will complete their course and 
obtain their M.A. degrees. ‘This is a 
very good scheme if only it be carried 
out, But one never knows what may 
be the next change in the educational 
programme. 


A Rich Harvest. 

In one of the market towns of this dis- 
trict the Taoist priests have reaped a rich 
harvest. Arich man died, and the coffin 
lay in the house, waiting for the “lucky 
day” to come round when the funeral 
would take place. About a fortnight ago, 
a heavy thunderstorm broke over tho 
town. Afiash of lightning entered tho 
house, struck the cofiin, breaking it open, 
and exposing the corpse. ‘Tho relativ 
were horror-stricken, and they sai 
that in  provious state of existence the 
man must have committed some great 





























jerime to cause the god of thunder thus 


to seek him in his coffin. So the Taoist 
priests came and made tho welkin ring 
night and day fora week. Asa result 
of their efforts, it is hoped the man’s 
spirit has escaped from Hades and the 
priests are 200 taels the richer for the 
incident.

has been an excellent one this year, and 
the farmers rejoice at the abundance. 
The rice is all planted out and gives 
promise of another good harvest. With 
good crops there is contentment.

The Loss of the Haeshin. 

‘Tho Poochi on her arrival at the Lower 
‘Anchorage on Monday morning was 
grooted with the startling news of the 
Toss of the Haeshin, and tho information 
that four foreigners, names unknown, were 
at Wenchow awaiting her. 

‘Tho news seemed incredible, but_when 
the city was reached, the sad tidings 
wore too unfortunately confirmed by the 
prosence on the pontoon of strange faces, 
‘aud the information that four of ber six 
officers were in Wenchow, Capt Lowe, the 
Chief Engineer, Mr. Brown, and the 
socond and third engineers Mr. Miller 
and Mr. Betts; but what had become of 
tho chief officer, Mr. Cross, and the second 
officer, Mr. Wallace, nobody then knew. 
As ill-luck would have it the telegraph 
was broken down, and it was impossible 
to communicate with Shanghai or Foo- 
chow. Indeed it is only this, Wednesday, 
afternoon that messages have been got 
through, one of them sent off from 
Ningpo on Sunday announcing that Mr. 
Mrs, and Miss Soothill and Mr. Chap- 
man were to arrive on Monday. 





















You will, ere this, have received tele-| f° 


graphic information from the owners and 
will no doubt get further particulars from 
others, but the following account may 
also be of interest. 

‘Tho Haeshin loft Shanghai on Tuesday 
forenoon bound for her usual destination, 
Foochow. All went well till Thursday 
when at 115 am. she struck something, 
what is not yet known, and in forty 
minutes went to the bottom in thirteen 
fathoms of water. The night was not 
unusually dark, the ordinary course was 
being followed, and nothing was seen 


stop the ship, and yet within a few 
minutes the water was in the engine- 
room. When this was made known the 
anchor was let down, the ships boats were 
lowered as quickly as possible, and the 
passengers and crew soon filled them. 
Unfertunately, it was found impos- 
sible to save the mails. The last 
man had scarcely left the ship when 
she settled quietly down, apparently on 
an even keel. In the darkness the boats 
got separated and when morning dawned| 
the captain's party found themselves on 
one of the Tae islands, and the two other 
officers on another, neither knowing the 
whereabouts of the other. During the 
day they all reached the mainland, but at 
different points, the captain and_his| 
party making for Wenchow in a Chinese 
junk, and the other two with their party 
making for Funing. The two latter offi- 
cers ultimately returned to the coast, and 
wore brought to Wenchow in a war junk, 
reaching here three days and a-half later| 
than the Captain’s party. 

While sympathising sincerely with 
Captain Lowe and his brave and able! 
staff, and commiserating them on their 
losses and sufferings, every one will hearti- 
ly congratulate them on their escape from 
great peril, and especially on the success] 
of their ‘endeavours to save the lives of 
the Chinese passengers. There is al 
rumour abroad that the Chinese crew 
looked after its own safety, and that the 
salvation of the Chinese passengers is| 
entirely due to the efforts of the European| 
officers, efforts made at the risk of their! 
lives. ‘There wero in all a hundred and 
thirty-seven people on board, and it is| 
believed that all have been safoly landed. 
‘Tho Poochi takes the captain and officers: 
away to-morrow. We wish them God. 
speed and better fortune, and hope and 
Deliove that when tho Haeshin is located 
it will be discovered that no blame 
attaches to any of them.

How often have 
largo districts become disaffected and 
broken out into open riots, in con- 
soquence of some necessary order from 
Government prohibiting certain cere- 
monies and festivals during epidemics 
of plague or cholera, Yet, that the 
terrible lesson taught by their recent 
scourging from the plague has at last 
begun to sink in, seems apparent from the 
petition drawn up by the inhabitants of 
Shabpur in the Punjab, praying the 
local Government to put a stop to the 
Shah Shamas Fair this year, usually 
lasting for many days and attracting 
thousands of pilgrims. Weare alsoawaken- 
ing from tho stupefying lethargy of 
the hot weather; welcome showers and 
storms of rain havo everywhere cooled 
the air, and the temporature is no longer 











abnormally high. Madras leads in South 
Tndia at about 99° in the shade.

In Coylon indeod tho rain has heen

To this 
cause, porhaps, may be traced the renewal 
of family feuds in the Afghan Court, that 
famous lady, Bibi Halima, the mother of 
Sirdar Umar Jan, being again at variance 
with His Highness, 

Tibetans and their Opinions on 
the Tuna Affair. 

Mr. Evan MacKenzie, who has for 
somo years been in close touch with the 
‘Tibetan tribes of Kalimpong in connec- 
tion with Mission work among them, 
states that their spirit was very en- 
couraging on being informed of the 
defeat of their follow-country men, 
Bome thought that trade would now 
revive and flourish in Tibet without let 
or hindrance ; others seemed doubtful as 
to the conclusion of the present  strug- 
gle, and hazarded the opinion that 
the Tibetans, fecling their country 
and religion were at stake, would 
fight to the bitter end.. This chimes 
in with the latest reports from Colonial 

















day that the simple country folk are will- 
ing to trade with us and are not deeply 
antagonistic ; it is the monks who, for the 
preservation of their priestly influence, 
sre determined to keep us out of the 
country. The ignorant laity seem in a 
tight place ; if they fail to keep our troops 
back they get their throats cut by order 
of their own Government ; if they fall 
fighting, their goods and chattels are 
confiscated by the same fostering power. 
At Gyangtse, Colonel Younghusband 
reports that the Tibetans have proved 
born traders, bargaining in the bazaar 
pescofully with their late foes, and send- 
ing down to Phari for more goods to 
dispose of “while the sumshines.” ‘Ther 
are strange legends among the Tibetans 
of their origin; by their own confession 
the national ancestry runs back to the 
king of the monkeys and a hobgoblin ! 

‘They are universally described as being 
hideously ngly—broad flat noses without 
ible bridge, no eyebrows, full lips, 
oily skins, and coarse straight hair aro 
a few of the attractions, which, added to 
squat, ungainly figures complete a somo- 
what unpleasing picture. 

The State Railways 
in India aro making quite a now 
in ordering’ a large number 
carriages for the Northwestern 
Railway, which are to be fitted 
with electric lights, clectric fans, and 
automatic coolers. The latter arrango- 
ment is intended to displace the tatties 
at presont in use, and has a design to 
keep the now-fangled tattie perpetually 
moistened, without attention from the 
passengers by night and by day 
nooded reform! Oh, those tattios ! How 
often has it seemed the last drop in our 
already overflowing cup, when travelling 
by train in the hot weather, to have to 
rise and turn the handle of that wretched 
little tattie which fills the window space. 
One only rises, becauso panting and 
suffocating, it is no longer possible to 
breathe the burning air without becoming 
unconscious. The wind whizzes in, for 
the moment fresh and cool through the 
dripping tattie, but how short. the relief 
and how great the collapse, after even so 
slight an exertion. In fact, in spite of 
tattie and ice-box, apoplexy seems to 
stare one in the face. A refreshing 
splash in the bathroom attached is not 
the joy it should be when the water comes 
fizzing out of the dusty tap too hot to 
touch. Government has likewise given 
a lead to private companies in sanction- 
ing the purchase of a railway automo- 
bile, for service on the Sialkote branch 
of the same line. If the e 
success, as it ought to be in a country 
like India, where so many lines carry a 
light passenger traffic, others will be 
purchased for different branches. The 
North-western automobile will be steam- 
ariven and carry six first-class pas. 
sengers, eight second, eight intermediate 
and forty-four third-class, with space for 
luggage. 

To jump from north to south, still on 
the subject of railways, the South 
Indian Railway is shortly to open a 
branch line to Quilon, ranning through 
‘Trivandrum, the eapitsl of Travancore. 
This is important, not only as being 
the first railway in Travancore, but 
because the mail trains will then run to 
Quilon instead of Tuticorin. ‘The latter 
place is chiefly important in its own eyes 
because Rudyard Kipling said the Euro- 
peans there lived entirely on whisky and 
telegrams. It has also been a little 
important on account of its export trade 
—chiefly, the cotton of  Tinnevelly

Its Ikmell as a first-class 
station has been sounded, and further 
consternation carried to the breasts of its 
inhabitants, by the announcement that 
Russia has declared cotton to be con- 
traband of war, as it is so largely used 
in the manufacture of explosives. 

Pearl banks exist in the vicinity 
of Tuticorin, which are from time 
to time inspected by Government. ‘Tho 
Inspector of Pearl Banks has just returned 
in the port officer's steam-launch Mar- 
guerits from inspecting the banks for 
tho second time. 


Legal Advice For Purdah Ladies. 

‘Miss C. Sorabji, a Parseo lady, has 
just been appointed Counsel to the Court 
‘of Wards, Bengal. In other words, pur- 
dah ladies aro now provided with qualified 
legal assistance in tho administration 
of their estates, and can now confer 
with their lady lawyer as well as lady 
doctor when occasion arises. This isa 
great step in the direction of improving 
the condition of the Zenana from within, 
without compelling tho inmates to break 
the rules of decorum which they havo 
been taught to consider inseparable from 
good manners and right feeling.

Woman's Vocation. 

It is always as well to learn, more 
especially when one can do 's0 on 
authority which one may regard as roli- 
able, in what one’s true vocation really 
consists. Mr. A. 0. Plowden, tho Mary- 
Iobone Stipondiary Magistrate, who from 
his wide exporienco of 'men and women 
should, I suppose, be entitled to express 
an opinion on the subject, affirmed last 
night that woman’s function in lifo is to 
captivate, not to compete with man. 
Tho occasion was the annual “ Ladios’ 
Night” of the Hardwicke Sovioty, and as it 
was known beforehand that a discussion 
was to take placo regarding tho dosir- 
ability of the admission of women to the 
Bar, or their exclusion from that honour- 
able profession, the attendance of members 
was larger than usual. Mr. L. Atherley- 
Jones opened the discussion, and argued 
in women’s favour that if she trained 
herself so as to be able to pass through 
the educational ordeal to fit her for the 
practice of any profession, she should not 
be excluded from it becanse she happened 
to be s woman. In other countries 
—notably Canada, the United States, 
and Russia—women had beon admitted 
to the practice of the profession of 
advocacy and he moved: “That the 
admission of women to the Bar is a 
subject proper for the doliberation of 
Parliament.” From this Mr. Plowden dis- 
agreed. He said he regarded the 
motion as “mad and mischievous.” If 
women wero allowed to go to the Bar, 
the first thing they would quarrel about 
would be the kind of costume they should 
appear in; and was it intended to allow 
only unmarried ladies to practise or was 
the privilege likewiso to be conferred on 
those who had husbands? Imagine a 
man opposed to his wife or still worse 
to his mother-in-law. A comely young 
Indy would probably be snapped up at 
the end of the first week, only the “old 
maids” would be left and they, eh 
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imagined, would soon earn the sou- 
briquet of barmaids. As may be imagin- 
ed the speech caused great indignation 
among the ladies present. Miss Pank- 
hurst, a law student, characterised the 
remarks as being in doubtful taste, and 
said that so far as they could gather 
other countries had seen no reason to 
regret having permitted women to ad- 
voeate. If women were bad lawyers 
they would get no clients but if they 
were good lawyers a place would and 
should’ be found for them. Other 
speakers followed, and at the close of the 
meeting the question was put to the vote, 
the regult being an equal number for and 
against. ‘The president said that accord- 
ing to the rules of Society he must give 
the casting vote against the motion which 
was accordingly lost. Parliamentary 
heads will therefore not be troubled with 
regard to lady barristors just at present, 
but that they will become an established 
fact before very long I feel certain, and, 
as Miss Pankburst says, if they aro bad 
they will not obtain clients, so after all 
it does not seem to matter very much. 
I don't think men have suffered very 
materially from women doctors, certainly 
not from women dentists, and I fancy 
they can afford to regard the woman 
lawyer with even greater equanimity. 


“Home Arts” at the Albert Mall. 

Every year during the month of May 
a four days’ oxhibition and sale is hold in 
tho galleries of the Albert Hall of artistic 
and useful work, all of which has been ex- 
‘cuted in the British Isles, and the greater 
part of which is the result of classes 
held during the winter months in rural 
England. I don’t know if Mr. Chamber- 
lain finds time to visit the show from 
timo to timo; it he does I think it must 
gladden his heart to see tho vast improve- 
ment which is being made in nearly every 
section as years go on.

COUNCIL, 


To the Editor of the 
“Norru-Cara Dany News.” 


Sum,—Referring ‘to the issue of your 
paper of the 9th instant and the Council's 
Minutes published therein. 

As these minutes embrace several 
letters referring to the compulsory nc- 
quisition of Major Bros.’ property in the 
Hankow Road, and as these letters taken 
by thomselves have proved somewhat 
misleading not only to many of the 
Ratepayers but also to Shareholders in 
Major Bros. Ld., in so far as there 
would appear to be a wide difference 
betwoen the Council’s offer for the 
property and the price asked, my 
Directors have instructed me to ask if 
you will kindly publish the memorandum 
setting forth amongst other matters how 
the Company’s valuation was arrived at ; 
and which was read by the repre- 
sontatives of Major Bros., La., before the 
Works Committee at the meeting held on 
the afternoon of the 23rd ult. 

In fuller explanation my Directors 
have desired me to add that the Council’s 
offer did uot cover anything for 
compulsory acquisition, or for goodwill, 
disturbance of business, ete. Moreover 
that in the opinion of the representatives 
of Major ‘Bros, La., present at the 
meeting above referred to, the Counci 
own valuation was considerably abot 
their offer of Tis, 55,000 and also that 
Major Bros., Ld., pay taxes upon a con- 
siderably higher’ value than such sum 
offered by the Council.

On several occasions proposals have 
been made to Mossrs, Major Bros., La., 
asking thom to namo a price at which 
they would sell the premises known as 
No. 18, Hankow Road. They were not 
anxious to sell the property, however, 
and these proposals wore not entertained. 
In November last year a favourable op- 
portunity having” presented itself for 
tho removal of their promises, Messrs, 
Major Bros. authorised Scott and Carter 
to offer the Council the premises No. 18, 
Hankow Road for the sum of Tis. 85,000, 
such offer to remain open for ten days 
which was Messrs. Major Bros.’ option on 
tho property offered to them. In reply. 
to this offer of the property the Council 
stated that they were not propared to 
consider it by itself but that they might 
do so if the adjoining lot at the corner of 
Honan and Hankow Roads could also be 
obtained. Nothing further was done in 
tho matter until at tho boginning of 1904 
the Council scheduled both these proper- 
ties for compulsory acquisition, Mesers, 
Major Bros. thereupon protested against 
this action, which they considered’ very 
unfair in view of the fact that the Coun- 
cil had neither declined to purchase the 
thoperty when offered to them nor had 
prey made any counter-offer. Messrs,

The Directors of Messrs. Major Bros. 


do not consider this sum above the value 
of the property to their shareholders for 


the following reasons :— 
As regards the buildings on the property 


although they are not all new they have 


been from time to time adapted and 
enlarged to specially suit them for 
Messrs. Major Bros.’ requirements, and 
in their present condition would last for 
many years to come. The actual cost of 
these buildings was somo Tis. 18,000 as 
per the Company's books, and their re- 
placeable value at the present time would 
according to their architects’ estimate be 
fully Tis. 28,000, owing to the increase 
in cost of building since the promises 
were bought and the additions thereto 
effected. 

‘They consider the ground is worth in 
tho open market Tis. 32,000 per mow, 
and that owing to the very limited number 
of small lots procurablo in the Central 
District, its value is likely to increase 
rather than to decrease, 

They consider the estimated cost of 
removing machinery, etc., and the cost of 
re-erecting it in a new positionis put down 
at the very minimum, and if the Council 
think it excessivethey are quite prepared 
to refund the Council any surplus on this 
estimate that may result ; if on the other 
hand tho Council will meet any deficit in 
this estimate. 

It is a very open question as to whether 
the amount claimed for goodwill, cessa- 
tion of business, and inconvenience of 
removal will adequately recompense the 
shareholders, as Messrs. Major Bros. hava 
occupied these premises, which are in the 
hoart of the business settlement, for 
over twenty years; hence moving is a very 
serious consideration, havingregard to the 
clientéle of the “Shun Pao” newspaper. 
Further in view of the present value of 
ground, they would have to move 0 much 
farther afield, that a town office and dis- 
tributing centre, necessitating an addi. 
tional staff and annual expenditure would 
be necessary to continue the business, 

In conclusion, the Directors of Messrs, 
Major Bros. cannot refrain from pointing 
out that in their opinion the Council have 
amplo space already at their disposal 
for any necessary increase in office 
accommodation for some years to come in 
theirpresent compound, by converting the 
quarters now oceupied’ by the Secretary 
and Engineer to the Council, and letting 
these employés live elsewhere ; this being 
the universal custom, as Municipal offices 
have necessarily to be in the heart of 
cities and towns, where ground is of 
such value as to render it impossible for 
ratepayers, taking their owninterests into 
consideration, to provide residences for 



























‘their employés on ground of such value. 
Further if the Municipal Council find 
increased accommodation an immediate 
necessity, and the foregoing suggestion not 
feasible, why don't they erect additional 
offices on the vacant ground fronting 
Kiangse Road already owned by them ? 

Were either of the foregoing sug- 
gestions acted upon, the Directors of 
Messrs. Major Bros. do not see that the 
necessity for the compulsory acquisition 
of their property undor Land Regula- 
ions VIA for Municipal purposes is at 
the moment apparont, and would ask the 
Council to seriously consider whether, 
when so much of tho valuable ground 
owned by the Ratepayers is occupied for 
residential purposes, and tho remainder 
of the Municipal compound so badly 
developed for the purposes of Municipal 
administration, it is within tho strict 
meaning of Land Regulation VIa and tho 
interests of tho ratepayers to foreo tho 
compulsory surrender ‘in toto” of this 
property, which has beon in the occupa- 
tion of Messrs. Major Bros. for so many 
years, 











NEW CHINESE POSTAL 
TARIFF.

Your compact re- 
view of Luella Miner's latest volume, 
“China’s Book of Martyrs,” impels mo

make a few inquiries. 

And permit me to say that I am glad 
to lean from your paraphrase of this 
work, that “here are great numbers of 
intelligent Chinese some of them well- 
educated, and a few of the upper middle 
class, who did cordially and thoroughly 
accept the principles and the practice 
of Christianity as they understood it, 
who actually did surrender their lives 
rather than give it up, and this in the 
full knowledge of what they were doing, 
and against the remonstrances, the 
threats, the warnings, and the promises 
of those to whom they had all their 
lives been accustomed to look for 
guidance and command.”

The Empress Dowager’s Latest 
Reform. 

‘An edict by the Empress Dowager exhorts 
the  prefects, sub-prefects, and district 
magistrates of the Empire to be more diligent 
jn attending to their duties as guardians of 
‘the masses towards whom they stand in the 
closest intimacy and through whom the 
people either enjey liberty and prosperity 
br the contrary. ‘Taotais, Provincial Judges, 
‘MTreasurers, Governors, and Viceroys are 
appointed by the Throne only in the capacity 
of overseers and superintendents over the 
conduct of the local authorities, such as the 
profeots, sub-prefects, and district magistrates 
noted above. The Empress Dowager in her 
desire to make these local authorities over~ 
come their habits of indifference to the wel- 
fare of their subjects calls upon the higher 
‘authorities, referred to in the foregoing, to 
Keep diligent watch over their subordinates 
‘and call them to account whenever they 
Giscover such negligence. ‘To keop a botter 
oversight over these local officials and also 
‘that the more deserving ones may get a 
proper recognition of their conduct by the 
Throne, her Imperial Majesty commands 
that, commencing with this your, tho 
Viceroys and Governors of " provinces 
shall, at the end of each year, send 
up to Peking a list of ali the sub- 
profects and district magistrates holding 

‘under them as local authorities, 
Such lists to contain the particular rank and 
titles of each official, his age, his native city 
aid province, and the year and month he 
entered upon said offico either as 
Substantive, or as an acting snb-profect or 
district magistrate. After each namo is also 
to be set down in detail the amount of the 
Jand taxes received by the official since 
taking ofice, and if any, how much land 
taxes aro still owing at date; whether there 
have been any murders or robberies within 
the said official’s jurisdiction during 
the year under review, and if any, 
how many such cases have been 
settled and how many are still on 
remand; and finally how many prisoners 
are confined in his yamén at date and on 
what grounds. Should these be cases of an 
ordinary nature the official concerned may 
be allowed to exercise leniency where he sees 
it, but in no case is he permitted to draw 
up false reports. Each said official is also 
required to report whether he has started 
any schools of modern learning, and how 
many ; whether he has established industrial 
institutions, and a police force, or not. From 
the amount’ of work done by a local official 
is he to obtain a reward or vice versi, Hach 
Viceroy and Governor shall, in sending up 
such detailed reports, be required to append 
remarks thereanent for the guidance of the 
Department of State Affairs (Chéngwuch'u) 
‘and the necessary report to" ‘the 
‘Throne. In order to cause emulation 
amongst the officials in question these 
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iste shall be published in the official | Although the Association has been only 


newspapers (“Kaan Pao”) in each pro- 
vince. In a previous decree Viceroys and 
Governors of provinces were commanded to 
enforce the dismissal of all unnecessary 
seribes and hangers-on of yaméns in order 
to free the masses from oppression as much 
as possible. Steps must be taken at once 
to seo whether these commands have been 
obeyed or not.

Szechuan Notes. ; 

ur correspondent at Chéngta, the capital 
of Szechuan province, sends us the follow- 
ing :—Since his axrival in this province, 
HAE, Viooroy Hsi Liang has been exerting 
himseli in the arduous task of cleaning out 
the Augean stable of Szechuan mandarindom 
which the indifference and incepability of 
preceding Viceroys and Tartar Generals navo 
left to more heroic and energetic successors 
to take up. As a result of this a large 
number of dishonest and incapable officials 
have either been cashiered through his 
‘Exoellency’s efforts or have received their 
congé to make way for more capable and 
deserving oflicers. ‘To assist him in his work 
of reform, his obtained the per- 
mission of the ‘Tnrone to transfer to Sze- 
chuan six officials of Yaotai rank from various 
provinces, whose previous record of superior 
etiiciency recommended themselves to the 
Viceroy’s favourable notice. ‘The following 
are the names of these specially transferred 
oflicials :—‘Ts'ai Nai-huang, Chao Erh-feng, 
lu Chung-tai, Chang Shih-én, Tsén Hsien, 
‘and Chéng Wén-pao. ‘Tho _tirst-named 
‘Tuotai ‘Ts'ai Nai-huang, is well-known to 
foreign ofticials and missionaries in the 
‘Hukuang provinces as a capable official and 
4 courteous und true friend to foreigners. 
‘Ho was an expectant Taotai of Hunan pro- 
vino and head of the Bureau of Foreign 
‘AGaire during the eventful year of 1900, 
and it was due to his firmness and energs 
that the murderers of the Protestant and 
Roman Catholic missionaries who were done 
to a cruel death by Hunanose mobs in Chén- 
chou and Héngchou prefectures, were even- 
tually brought to justico and made to suffer 
tho jast penalty of the law. Tho fourth 
‘Taotai in the above list, Chang Shih-én, is 
now in Europe having been sent by Viceroy 
‘Hsi Liang to purchaso extra machinery for 
the héngta Arsenal, and en passant to 
visit the St. Louis Exposition as a represen- 
tative of Szechuan officialdom. 

Taotai ‘Ts'ai is now Co-Commissioner of 
the Szechuan Arsenal, Bureou of Foreign 
‘Affairs, and other important Government 

jents, and also holds the post of 
Chief of the Vicoregal Secretariat, whicn is 
‘tho most important office within the gift of 
the Viceroy and is always held by a man 
‘who possesses his chief's closest confidence. 
‘Through his energy and uniform friendliness 
towards foreigners special caro is taken to 
‘protect missionaries and mission property 
‘throughout Szechuan province, while inter- 
national amenities and official intercourse 
have been especially smooth since Taotai 
‘Ts'ai’s arrival last March. ‘Tho firmness and 
stern enforcement of the strong arm of the 
law by Tuotai Ts‘ai when ho was in Hunan 
‘has caused the people of Szechuan to stand 
in great awe of him, so that the unruly 
classes have 80 far dared not attempt any 
‘of their former hostile acts against their 
fellow-citizens who have accepted the 
Ghristian religion, acts which were of fre- 
quent occurrence daring the past. 
An Educational Associati

Conditions at Port Arthur. 

Chinese who escaped from Port Arthur on 
the 22nd instant on arrival at Chefoo report 
that the coal now remaining in Port Arthur 
cannot last the fleet more than two months 
in all, while owing to the high prices offeres 
for flour, vegetables, and rice by the Rus- 
sians, enterprising natives have been running 
the blockade, in consequence of which there 
seems to be enough food to last the 17,000 
Russians in Port Arthur at least three 
months. ‘The refugees also report that, having 
repaired as far as they could all the injured 
Russian ships, the artisans and dock 
labourers have all been forced to join the 
Port Arthur garrison as common soldiers 
much to their disgust. On the 20th of June, 
some one disturbing one of the mechanical 
mines buried near the railway station at Port 
Arthur, there was an explosion reéulting in 
the death of fourteen soldiers and the wound- 
ing of seven more. 

It is reported from Chefoo that a Japanese 
cruiser accompanied by a destroyer was 
observed at daybreak on the 25th inst., some 
twenty miles from the Shantung Promontory, 
coming from the direction of Port Arthur 
and towing six large native junks presumed 
to bo laden with food supplies originally 
destined for the Russians at Port Arthur. 


28th June, 
‘True Progress. 

Wo are glad to note that when the 
Empress of India left Shanghai for 
America on Saturday sho had on board 
no less than twenty-five Chinese students 
who had been selected by Viceroy Tsén, of 
the Two Kuang provinces, to go abroad to 
study civil, mining, and railway engineer- 
ing. Of this number fifteen students are 
to study in the United States, and they 
go under the charge of Mr. Chén, a 
Master of Arts of Yale University. It is 
to bé sincorely hoped that the San 
Francisco Customs officials will accord 
tho party the proper reception dueto their 
status as Chineso Government students, 
and not put on them any of the undesir- 
able obstructions and indignities that 
had been inflicted upon many previous 
Chinese gentlemen of rank and students 
who wished to land on United States soil. 
Of the remaining ten of the party, six 
are destined to study in England, threo 
in Germany, and one in France. ” Apro- 
pos, we aro further informed that, owing 
to the kind promises of exceptional 
privileges held out by his Majesty King 
Leopold of Belgium, to Chinese students 
who may go to his country to.study, 
several Viceroys and Governors are 
thinking seriously of sending a large 
number of youths to study in Brussels, 
Pro-Japanese Hunghutse. 

It isstated that there are two prin 
pal bands of Hunghutse who, sympath 
ing with the object of the Japanese 
driving out the Russians from Manchuria, 
have enthusiastically thrown in their lot 














with the former. These two bands call 
themselves, one the “ Patriotic Volunteer 
of tho Far East” and the other the 
“Loyal Patriots of Manchuria.” They 
are all well armed with magazine rifles 
and number altogether no less than 6,000 

able-bodied and daring horsemen. They 

have already given valuable aid to the 

Japanese in prosecuting guerrilla warfare 

against the Russians, such as cutting off 

communications, harassing outposts, de- 

stroying railway lines and outting down 

telegraph poles, etc. ‘The inhabitants of 

Manchuria are especially friendly towards 

these patriots, as they never plunder or 

pillage Chinese—the direct opposites to 

so-called Russofied Hunghutse who 

plunder, ravage, and kill indiscriminately. 

So strict is the discipline enforced by 

the chiefs of these patriotic Hunghutse 

that cases have been cited in which mem- 

bers of their bands who have been found 

guilty of,plundering any of the inhabitants . 
have been summarily beheaded and the 

plunder restored to the victims. ‘There 

have also beon many fights between pro- 

Japaneso and pro-Russian Hunghutse 

during the past two months with varying 

success to cither side, but it is reported. 

that the pro-Russians are getting dis- 

satisfied with their employers and num- 

bers aro deserting either to join the 

pro-Japanese or to fight for their own 

hand.

An Enlightened Viceroy. 

‘A Chéngtn, capitat of Szechuan province, 
dispatch states that the other day, owing to 
an order promulgated by Viceroy Hsi Liang 
to the sub-prefects and district magistrates 
of his province to report to him about the 
mineral resources, if any, within the j 
diction of each official, the district magis- 
trate of Shuanglivhsien, named Chang 
Chin-fu, sent up to the Viceroy a petition 
declaring that as minerals were reposited in 
the by Heaven, meddling therewith 
would bring down Heaven's wrath upon the 
offenders. “The petitioner would therefore 
pray his Excollency, the Viceroy, to cancel 
at once his order, for fear of incurring the 
punishment of the gods.” Instead of Viceroy 
Hsi Liang bringing the wrath of Heaven and 
tho gods upon his own head, the petitioning 
district magistrate of Shuangliuhsien got it 
fall” upon his own dovoted caput at the 
hands of his superior officer, the conserva- 
tive petition being cast upon the floor by 
the enraged Viceroy as soon as read. ‘This 
has put a stop to any further meditated 
obstruction by conservative mandarins to 
Viceroy Hsi Liang’s scheme of developing 
the mineral resources of Szechuan, 


30th June, 
The Lu-Han Railway in Honan 
Province, 

A Kaifeng, capital of Honan, corres. 
pondent reports that the Ninth Section 
of the Hankow-Peking Railway has been 
completed toa spot eighteen li, or six 
miles, south of the city of Chéngchou. 
‘The Railway people are now busy pre- 
paring the construction of a bridge near 
that city to cross the Yellow River, and 
between that city and a murket ‘town 
called Hsinchéngpu two trains run daily 
carrying materials; and also any of the 
inhabitants who care to take freo rides 
between the two points. It is stated 
that the trains are fully patronised by 
the inhabitants of the vicinity, who seem 
to bo vastly pleased with the innovation 
and the rapid transit within their 
country brought by this railway. 

‘The Defence of the North-western 
Provinces. 

A Poking letter states that the Minis- 

ters of the Army Reorganisation Depart- 
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mont hat settled upon 8 
scheme for the immediate reorganisation 
‘on modern lines of the Imperial forces 
in the provinces of Shensi, Kansu, and 
Northern and Southern Chinese Turkes- 
tan (Kashgaria and Ili). It is expected 
that by the end of next December there 
will be no less than 45,000 perfectly 
oquir ped troops ready for all emergencies 
in thoge provinces and a large num- 
ber of officers taught by Japanese officers 
jn China as well as in Japan are being 
detailed to train these troops. 
‘Torpedo-boats for the Yangtze. 

It is reported in local Mandarin 
circles that Viceroy Wei Kuang-tao 
of Nanking has asked the Chéngwuch‘u, 
‘or Department of State Affaira, in Peking 
to give him permission to purchaso, at 
‘once, ten additional torpedo-boats from 
‘abroad for the defence of the Yangtze, 
and that it is his Excellency’s intention 
to engage Japanese instructors to train 
the Chinese rs commanding the 
torpedo-boat flotillas in the Yangtze. 
It is indeed even averred that the 
Vicorcy may possibly place all the 
Yangtze, or Nanyang destroyer and 
torpedo-boat flotillas under the command 
of Japanese officers.

THE DEATH OF MR. 
A. BOTTU. 


One of the pioneer Frenchmen of the 
Shanghai Settlemont has passed away 
untimely, at the ago of 49 years, Mr. 
A. Bottu, ‘the able and ected Secre- 
tary of the French Municipality, died in 
the night hours between Sunday 
fand Monday morning.

man and aworthy citizen of France. Re- 
joining the sorvice of his country in a fow 
years, he succooded, in 1898, M. de Mal- 
ye as Secretary to the French Muni- 
cipal Council, and for the half-dozen years 
ing has occupied that onerous post 
‘credit to himself and satisfaction to 
his colleagues. 

‘Ho was of a very active, onergetic 
nature, and took a keen, general interest 
jn manly pursuits. Ho was foreman and 
captain of tho Torrent Fire Company for 
a long time, and a captain of the French 
Yolunteors. He was, indeed, ono of those 
instrumental in organising that now his- 
toric company. M. Botta was, moreover, 
‘an amateur actor of more than ordinary 
ability, sharing with Mr. E. Portior and 
‘others of the French Dramatic Society 
the triumphs of many a successful show. 
Mr. A. Bottu also acted as Vice-Consul 
for Portugal from the 2lst August 1890 
to the Ind July 1903. 

‘The late Mr. Bottuis mourned by his 
widow and four children. Dr. Frosson 
had been attending him in his indisposi- 
tion, which developed into a fatal congos- 
tion of the brain. Dr. Frosson was with 
him when he died, having watched him 
all the night. 
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Sympathy with ‘Mme. Bottu and her 
children is deeply felt: throughout the 
Settlements, 

The funeral obsequies took place on Tues- 
day morning, in the presence of most of the 
leading citizens of the French concession, 
including numerous officials, notably’ 
Messrs. L. Ratard, consul-general, a1 
staff, P. Brunat (president conseil d’admin- 
istration) and other members, J. J. Chollot 
(service des travaux), J. B. Kremer, G. 
Laferridre (Bureau du secrotaire) General 
Dessino, Lieut. Noiret (commandant of 
the French troops in Shanghai) K.-W. 
Campbell (chief. engineer of. the Fire 
Brigade) and others. ‘Tho service was 
conducted by the Rev. Father Lorando. 
‘Tho municipal band played during the 
coromonies. ‘The chief mourners were 
‘Mr. Bottu’s son, and Messrs, Ratard and 
Brunat. A funeral oration full of sym- 
pathy was delivered at the graveside by 
Mr. Ratard. 








WAR 
NOTES AND NEWS. 


28th June. 

Wo translate from the “Echo de 
Chino” the following telegrams from 
M. Nimowovitch Dantchenko, to the 
“ Rouskoo Slovo.” ‘They are dated from 
Liaoyang from the Ist to the 14th May, 
and record among other things an ex- 
ploit, which seoms to have escaped notice 
hitherto. “The Japanese fleet before 
Dalny has concentrated all its attention 
on Talionwan bay. There, a young 
officer, coming ont of Port Arthur with 
three sailors ina benzine motor-launch, 
carrying three torpedoes, approached 
in the’ night one of the enemy's 
ironclads and blew it up. The noise 
of the explosion was heard as far 
as Kinchou, The young hero ran 
js launch to the nearest point on 
the coast and escaped. ‘Tho Japanese 
ironclad which was struck by one of our 
torpedoes on the 27th April, has been 
taken to Sascho.” Perhaps ' in these 
incidents some clue is to be found to the 
repeated rumours of the loss by the 
Japanese of two ironelads other than the 
Hateuso. 

Tho telegrams also state :— Genera 
Kuropatkin has visited the hospitals, 
He said to a wounded Japanese guard 
“When I visited your country I noticed 
that you were a people of action. Now 

















I am convinced that you are excellent

soldiers. I am proud of such ad- 
vorsaries.’ ‘Tho Japanese replied to 
the General, ‘The people wished for 
this war. It is they will have to 
answer for it’—The wounded Ja. 
panese officers have given a thousand 
roubles to the Russian Red Cross Fund 
in recognition of the attentions they 
received-—A sotnia of the foreign guard 
met 800 Hunghutze near Iantai, killed 
fifty-three avid made seven prisoners:

The following gem is clipped from a 
Moscow journal called the Kreml by the 
“Hongkong Daily Press”:

tie feature of the town have been swal- 
lowed up in the. mob of uniforms 
representing every corps and regiment in 
the Russian Army. Palanquins have 
given way to transport , guns, and 
field ambulances. The Red Cross flag 
has ousted the Russian tricolour on the 
public buildings. Except for the girls 
who sing at the café concerts, all the 
women seem to have left. _ We have been 
invaded by a crowd of adventurers, 
Orientals and Europeans, vying with one 
another in cheating the unwary soldier. 
While not far from here the cannon 
roars and human blood flows, there aro 
houses in Harbin whence from morning 
till night come the merry strains of light 
music. A few steps from their doors one 
may meet sisters of charity with the 
red cross of Geneva conspicuous on their 
sleovd. Trade is brisk, and, in spite of 
the efforts of the authorities prices rule 
very high. Tho most animated point of 
the town is tho railway station, where 
fresh troops are continually arriving at 
the rate of some 4,000 daily. All the 
soldiers aro burning to meet the enemy.” 

Quite another picture is drawn by a 
correspondent of the “Frankfiirter 
Zeitung,” who also writes from Harbin, 
but as lato as the 15th April. Ho says 
that two officers, Lieut.-Col. Korlinsky 
and Staff Captain Ignotowich, are in 
Harbin prison waiting tho carrying out 
‘of sontences of death, imposed upon them 
for selling large supplies of gunpowder to 
the Chinose from the army depéts. ‘The 
officers charged the Chineso $25 per 
thirty-six pounds but, their supplies 
running low, they filled the boxes partly 
with sand and placed a layer of gunpow- 
dor on top; at the same time thoy raised 
the price to $50. Tho Chinese mer- 
chants, incensed at the swindle, causod 
the matter to be made known in higher 
quarters and a watch was set, resulting 
in tho detection of the officers in the act 
of selling gunpowder to Russian inter- 
mediaries. By similar means the robber 
bands are well supplied with the most 
modern rifles and plenty of aramunition. 

Captain Mahan has been explaining in 
tho “Times” how the Baltic fleet might 























be brought out, in fact he, differing 
from most of the experts, predicts that 
it will have passed Gibraltar by the end 
of August. “The operation” he'says “ will 
present no military dificulty. It is 
simply a question of coaling; far from 
insuperable, especially in summer. So 
long as the Port Arthur division has a 
navigable exit left to it, the main 
Japanese fleet cannot venture far away, 
and, therefore, cannot molest this ex- 
ternal movement until it comes well 
within its radius of rapid action, measured 
from the position necessary to watch the 
port. When that occurs the Russian 
divisions, though separated, will be so far 
within mutual supporting distance as to 
constitute a grave perplexity to their 
concentrated opponent; to whom, if 
united, they may be decisively superior.” 
This takes it for granted that the ships 
will be ready to line up at once for 
battle, on arrival in these seas, without 
any previous overhauling in port. 

In this connection the following may 
be quoted from tho “Japan Gazette.” 
The Soydlitz, which arrived at Naga- 
saki on Tuesday, brings nows to the effect 
that Russia is contemplating establishing 
coaling and watering stations ata certain 
point in South Africa, with a view- 
to facilitate the sailing of the Baltic 
squadron tothe Far East. But this ap- 
pears rather improbable.

Japan‘papors to hand. They confirm the 
surmise that the aquadron took advantage 
of the prevailing fog to make a raid at a 
venture, and that by a certain amount of 
good luck, they made it a ‘successful one. 
Asurvivorfrom the IdzumiMarustates that 
on that particular boat two soldiers and a 
bluejacket were the-only military men on 
board. Hearing guns in the distance 
they took it that Japanese war-vessels wore 
firing blank shot and were much astonish- 
ed’ when two Russian cruisers appeared 
in view, one on each side.: They burnt their 
official papers and uniforms in the engino’s 
fires and then jumped overboard, intend- 
ing to swim to a fishing-boat some way 
off, but boing indifferent swimmers; found 
their task very difficnlt. Meantime four 
boats had been lowered from the Idzumi, 
at which the Russians wore ‘already firing. 
One of the boats was sunk, but tho ‘others 
rowed towards the cruisors and'were taken 
on board. Tho soldiers and bluejackot 
had beon picked up by one of. the’ boats 
and were also taken on the cruiser. At this 
time a transport was observed approach- 
ing, soon followed by another, whore 
upon the prisoners ‘were surrounded by 
marines armed with rifles. ‘The warships 
opened fire at the approaching tra 
port, which proved to be the Hitachi 
Maru. Two more transports were 
sighted steaming up, but, hearing the 
firing, they took shelter ‘behind Buji 
Island. A dense fog now arose and 
the steamers were hidden from view. 
Some days later more firing was heard 
and the prisoners thought a Japanese 
squadron had intercepted the raiders. 
It proved, howover, to be a sailing-vessol 
which tho Russians had stopped with a 
warning shot, and on this the prisonors 
wore placed and allowed to make for the 
nearest port, which happened to be 
Maizuru. ‘Theso prisoners stated that the 
Rurik at one timo was towing a captured 
merchant steamer, but had dropped it 
before they themselves were transferred 
to the sailing-vessels. 

The Sado Maru was less damaged 
than was anticipated. At Matsure Island, 
at the entrance of the Shimonosoki strait, 
operations were at once begun to pump 
the water out off the vessel, a measure 
that was necessary to prevent the ship 
from sinking. It is stated that the stern 
was almost submerged, while forward the 
hull was six feot above water. ‘Tho 
damage was all under water and invisible. 
Apparently no damage was done to the 
upper works. ‘The masts remained intact, 
and the boats except one wore missing. 
‘fhe Japanese flag was at the stern. Down 
below horses were heard noighing with 
fear and hunger. Three dead bodies 
wore found onboard. Sixteen signalmen 
remained on the Sado when the milit- 
ary officers left the ship and these men 
arrived by the steamer. 

Admiral Kamimura’s report on his 
fruitless search for the Russian cruisers 
describes much hurrying to and fro 
through heavy blinding rains and dense 
fogs, following every rumour in which 
there appeared to be any possible 
clue. “It is gratifying,” says Admiral 
Kamimura, “ that although throughout 
these manceuvres, the various vessels of 
the squadron made irregular movements 
at full-speed through intense mist no 
mishap occurred to the squadron.” 

AtTehlisze the statement was made that 
during the battle the Russians made use 
of the Japanese flag. ‘The full official 
report of the incident reads as follows :— 
“I specially call your attention to 
the fact that during to-day’s (15th) 
engagement, an unwarrantable use of the 
national flag of Japan was made by the 
Our officers’ patrol 
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actually witnessed somo Russian troops 
on the march under our national colours. 


Our artillery also saw them and stopped 


firing in consequence.” 

The Manshu Mara is tho new name 
given to the aforetime Chinese Eastern 
Railway Company’s Manchuria, which is 
now engaged on a harmless pleasure trip 
for distinguished followers of the war. 
‘That the war will bo followed at a vory 
safe distance is fairly evident. A start 
has been made by a visit to Kure, where 
the attachés and correspondents wero 
shown tho torpedo and admiralty 
quarters and the arsenal, were photo- 
graphed, and entertained by Admiral 
Shibayama, It must be very agrooably 
unexciting. 

There is recorded in the “ Japan Daily 
Herald” a gallant deed performed by 
two privates at Nanshan, In one of the 
charges on tho enemy's entrenchments 
the (First Regimout of Infantry suffered 
very severely. Tho commanding officer, 
Colonel Ohara, fell with a nasty wound 
in his forehead. He struggled up to 
encourage his men on, but was too weak 
from loss of blood to stand. 
him again fall, two privates ran forward 
to his aid and tried to persuade him to 
rotire, at tho same time protecting him 
from further injury. ‘The officer refused 
to leave the field, however, and the 
privates, seeing persuasion was hopeless, 
hastily throw up a tronch, amid a hail of 
the enomy’s shot, and laid their com- 
mander in it. Colonel Ohara was saved 
and has not forgotton his  preservers, 
whoso names he had carefully enquired. 

According to a Russian who has been 
trading at Viadivostock for over ten years, 
there are, says the “Japan Times,” about 
200 guns at Viadivostock. On the night 
when the Japanese made a demonstration 
there, thirteen siege guns were drawn up 
to tho batteries about throe miles and a 
half distant, over a steep hill and amidst 
deep snow. They were placed in posi- 
tions commanding the;Japanese warships. 
‘The damage caused by the Japaneso de- 
monstration was vory small and might be 
said to be nil. The Russian also stated 
that Vladivostock will only be captured by 
an attack from the northern and eastern 
directions and by making a demonstration 
from the western direction on land. ‘The 
Russian troops who are stationed in the 
coast district near Viadivostock are 
estimated at between 26,000 and 30,000, 
and there are 18,000 troops in the near 
vicinity of Vladivostock. ‘Thirty thousand 
troops.are being concentrated for the 
defence of the forts.

If 
you would kindly give me some rum as me- 
dicine for my stomach I should esteem it a 
great favour.

sians are very kind too towards the Japanese 
prisoners. ‘They are given Japanese boiled 
rico every day.” It is recorded that the pri- 
toner was bountifully supplied with rum and 
summer oranges, and that the first military 
sargeon of the place treated him for kie 
stomach complaint.

“"In the first month of the first year of the 
reign of the Emperor Dong Jii, he accom- 
pinied Colonel Ward to the assistance of 
China, leading the Dzéng Sing Regiment, 
drilling and directing with industry axd 
care; constantly sleeping with sword for 
pillow, and early rising to duty.

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bank of the river, taking charge of the 
police. In the eleventh year, at the time 
of the Frenco-Chinese war, you exerted your- 
self in the protection of the Settlement. 

“ Next year you will have attained the 
of 70 years, and it will be 43 years since you 
came to China. 

“In the important matter of the Fire 
Brigade you have set an example to the Chi- 
nese on innumerable occasions. But from the 
expulsion of the rebels until now, although 
your meri has been great and your burdens 
heavy, you bave received no great official 
recognition. ; 

“‘The gentry and residents all regret this. 
Your great natural ability has often veen 
manifest to us; you have discoursed upon 
such subjects as sound, light, chemistry, 
and olectricity, in surprising manner; and 
‘your in conflict and ability in 
Science, illustrates the classical saying, 
“Through science to peace; and the king- 
dom will be established.” 

“Because of all this, we remember that your 
ong militant services have been borrowed 
from a foreign country, but your sympathies 
have been one with us. In pacifying the 
rebellion and restoring order to these cities, 
your beneficence hes been unequalled, your 
bravery great. The rivers and hills in this 
locality have been cleared of brigands, and 
tho present stato of tranquillity attained. 
You have supported the old and guided the 
young, and we, the undersigned, pay eur 
tribute to your gracious virtue.” 





A TRAGEDY AT 
HANKOW. 


(PROM OUR CoRRESPONDRNT.) 


22nd June. 

The residents of Hankow wore groatly 
shocked on Tuesday Inst when it became 
known that » tragedy had been enactod 
in their midst in the early hours of the 
morning. Whilst riding round tho out- 
skirts of the Settlement shortly after 6 
., two Englishmen camo across the 
body of a foreigner lying ina stagnant 
pool at tho rear of tho Russian Con 
sion, and closely adjoining the Russian 
Consulate. They dragged the body out 
of the water and immediately gave the 
alarm, and within a very short spaco of 
time Dr. Rooso and the police were on 
the scone. ‘The man was quite dead, how- 
ever, and tho body was immediately 
removed to the German police station. 
The body turned out to be that of 
Christian Muller, sub-manager of the Rifle 
Factory at the Hanyang Iron and Stoel 
Works. 

How the unfortunate fellow came to 
be in the water there is no evidence to 
show, but circumstances point very signi- 
ficantly to murder. The clothing had 
boon ransacked, the pockets being turn- 
ed out the contents stolen. Near 
the body lay a handkerchief, which be- 
longed to the deceased, and which had 
evidently been turned out of the pocket 
by the thief, or thieves, and cast aside. 
Dr. Roose made a caroftl examination of 
the body, and gavo it as his opinion that 
deceased had met his death by drowning. 
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drinks together. The party broke up 
midnight, the deceased declaring his in- 
tention to return to Hanyang, despite 
the protestations of his friends. But he 
would not be persusded to remain in 
Hankow for the night, and set out for 
home slone. That was the last that was 
seen of the poor fellow until the following 
morning, when his dead body was drag- 
ged from the water. 

The place where the tragedy took place 
isjust outside the Concessions, against the 
old city wall, there being a considerable 
drop from the roadway to the pool be- 
low. There are no lights in the vicinity, 
and it is possible that deceased lost his 
way in the darkness and walked over th 
bank into the water, the robbery being 
committed by Chinese who afterwards 
discovered the body. But the opinion of 
many is that deceased, being slightly in- 
toxicated, was set upon by roughs, robbed, 
and then thrown into the pool. The 
police are hard at work on the case, and 
we hope to hear of an arrest very shortly. 

Mr. Muller, who was 44 years of age, 
came out to Ohina from the Krupp 
factory for the Hanyang Iron and Steel 
Works in 1897. Si: after hi 
arrival in China, his wife died, leaving 
threo children, one son and two daughters, 
to the care of the father. The children, 
who are still quite young, are at presont 
in Germany, being educated. Mr. Muller 
was well known and highly respected 
among the residents of all nationalities in 
Hankow and district, and much sympathy 
is expressed for the children left to mourn 
his loss. 

The funeral took place at the Old 
Cometery, Hankow, on Tuesday evening, 
the cortige being followed to the grave 
by « large number of sorrowing friends. 
The burial service was conducted by the 
Rev. A. M. Sherman, of the American 
Church Mission. After the last rites 
had been performed, the rev. gentleman 
offered up a touching prayer for the 
children in the homeland.

As for Jack Ellis, he 
and I became good friends and com- 
panions for the voyage. 

I pass over the details of the storms, 
calms, and heavy seas we met with in 
our one-masted and  rotten-timbered 
ketch, and merely mention that we 
had north-casterly Trade ground-swells, 
throughout the passage.

They seemed 
to want to board us and they certainly 
remained for hours. The captain thought 
it dangerous to fire as they might show 
fight, and they might easily have en- 
dangered the vessel. We were alarmed 
anyway, as we knew they would smell the 
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rotten wood which always attracts fish, 
and, if any of the monsters had chosen to 
give her a knock, it would have gone ill 
with the “Fortune.” We regarded the 
fish as a bad omen. 

No doubt the captain thought he could 
do the passage in a month and a-half 
and for that reason did not provide extra 
provisions. But Jack Ellis and I, well 
aware of tho condition of the boat, 
had another anxiety. Often, whon we 
ere in the hold together, I would 

: “Look here, Jack,” as I would 

dig my fingers into the rotten wood. 
“Tl tell you,” I went on, “we'll say 
nothing about this, but we'll prepare for 
emergencies. We know there aronot many 
provisions on board, and that the little 
dinghy is in not much better condition 
than the ketch—too poor to rely on, in 
}easo of accident. ‘There isn’t much 
firewood either ; nothing to make a raft 
of except my big box. We could fasten 
that between two casks and it would 
carry us well.” 

We kept our scheme to ourselves and 
for the good of all, stowed « little provi- 
sion under the ballast, to sorvo in caso of 
extreme omergoncy. ‘hero was no know. 
ing what might happen, as Jack said, 
“ between the top and the bottom of the 
sea,” 

Tt happened ono night, in the middlo 
watch—we wero in about Lat. 78. tho 
longitude I have forgotten—I "was 
lying in my bunk, when the vorsol was 
caughc in a squall.” Tho mato was at the 
holm, but as I have alrondy said, ho knew 
nothing of his business and got scarod. 
‘The way ho was kicking up the 
own delight with the helm woke mo up. 
I asked him angrily if ho wantod to 
break the helm, and was so mad with 
him that the captain, hearing the noise, 
laso came running up. But it was too 
Inte ; the helm refused to steer, the rudder 
in fact had broken in two. And now we 
saw the value of the captain's oxperi- 
ence, for he soon had spar over the 

and stecred by that and tho 
sails. We managed to progress thus 
for soveral days and reached Lat. 
gS Thon it became very calm. 

‘This gave an opportunity to unship the 

noisy, ussloss rudder, got it on deck and 

lash it together, to sorve till wo could 
roach the Marshall Islands. For it was 
already the latter end of November and 
things were boginning to look queer with 
us, So plucky Jack Ellis volunteorod for 
the job and for three hours was slung 
over the side on a bowline, sometimes 
half in the water and sometimes out of it, 
as the vessel bobbed helplossly up and 
down, with only tho jib to command hor. 
‘There were sharks about, too, and the 
rest of us had to keep a sharp look-out 
to give him warning in time to get out 
of their way. At last tho rudder was 
hauled on board and then there was = 
little carpentering to do as best we could, 
for we wore short of tools on board. 
Tho small chains off my galley-stove 
were taken to frap it together, but it was 
heavy, clumsy, botched work that made 
me wonder how long it was going to hold 
together, especially if wo should get 
stormy weather. For a few days wo 
knocked about the sea in a reckless mai 
ner till finally we hardly knew which way 
to put the helm, for the head of it was 
one way and the lower part the other. 
Right or wrong, we jogged along till 
we came in sight of small island. ‘This 
was a great relief, for our scanty provisions 
would not have held out many more 
days. As wo approached the shore some 
dozens of canoes shoved off towards, us, 
Naden with chicken, pigs, cocoannts, and 
j fruit. This nearly always happens when a 
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ship approaches these southern islands, 
for the natives |have a great craving 
for tobaceo, which they cannot grow on 
their soil, but like to purchase. Our 
tobacco was, unfortunately very short, but 
we managed to club up 5-Ibs. between us, 
leaving very little forthe rest of the voyage 
supposing we made it in good-time. In 
return we got chickens, eggs, and what 
wood they could spare. Other trade we 
had none to offer, but the canoes kept 
hanging round us till finally a breeze 
sprang up and carried us and them out of 

st of their home. Any strangers who 
have hearts at all would show kindness 
to these mid-ocean heathens, so kind, 
and gentle and mild do they appear, and 
of such fair features. ‘They always moot 
you with a laugh before they speak, and 
firo as much at homo in the water as the 
sharks. When the sharks surround them 
at all dangerously, they make a sort of 
humming noise which seems to charm 
the creatures, who would soon make a 
meal of anyone else. 

‘Two or three days lator we got into a 
boiling current or whirlpool, which 
played o fino game with our craft and 
soared asa good bit, till wo got out of 
it in about an hour or so. Evory day we 
wore getting shorter of provisions and at 
last we had to goon half rations. Run- 
ning out of tobacco we smoked coffee and 
dried ten-leaves as a last resort. Boforo 
Christmas we wero going without food on 
alternate days and gotting thin. At 
noon on Christmas day itself I put out a 
couple of tins from our small store, but 
thore was nothing to oat besides. The 
captain now poured blessings on my fore~ 
thought and we choered ourselves with 
the hope that if wo could got a fairly 
strong breeze we might soon reach tho 
‘Marshall Islands, ‘The next day a light 
air sprang up and continued till tho 
sixth day, when it blew strongly. And 
within twenty-four hours we ran quite 
suddenly on the narrowest’ part of one 
of tho island roofs within a stone's 
throw of tho harbour where the brig 
Vision and the Agnos Donnell were 
plainly to bo seen, lying calmly at anchor. 
Mr. Farrell and the traders appeared on 
‘the boach waving flags of joy at our safo 
arrival at last, for they had given us up 
for lost. Owing to the length of the roof 
wo still had fifty miles to navigate before 
wo could lay alongside the other vessels, 
but a boat was loaded with provisions, 
wine, beer, and tobacco and camo out to. 
provide for our immediate needs. Some 
of the others took charge of our ketch also 
whil 























we rested our fatigued and starving 


Dodies. By their sailing, we arrived late 
that night within the harbour.

NEWS FROM COREA. 


‘The following extracts, we are per- 
mitted to make from a private letter, 
throw fresh light on interesting events 
in Corea and incidentally go to show 
that the reports of a Russian raid on the 
British mines at Eunsan, near which the 
writer lives, were unfounded. 

“At that time, or tobe correct from the 
40th May to the 17th May, there was a 
ody of Russians, about 400 or 600 
strong, nothing more or less than a raid- 
ing party, which had como down from 
‘tho north-east of Corea, and got on 
the main road from Wonsan (or Gensan) 
to. Anju. They went to Anju aud 
attempted to attack the small Japanese 

arrison there, but were utterly defeated, 
Gy the handful of Japanese, and of course 
peat a hasty retreat along the same road, 





which goes through .the districts of 
Kaichun, Dukchun, Tungwon, ete. During 
their advance on the 10th of May I 
heard from the Coresns that they were 
at Kaichun, and was somewhat anxious 
for three days till I learnt officially 
that the Japanese had defeated them at 
Anju. The next time I heard of them 
was from a couple of Chinamen who 
had met them at Kaichun, when they 
were retreating, and they said they were 
treating the Coreans very badly—which 
reports have since been confirmed by 
both Coreaus and Japaneso. I have been 
in the Kaichun district, but not in the 
magistrate town of Kaichun, which town 
is about twenty-eight miles from here, 
north, by road, and that was the nearest 
the Russians came tous. I believe they left 
Kaichun, retreating to Dukchun on tho 
13th May, so how the report could havo 
got to Japan, after they had actually 
left our immodiato vicinity, of an attack 
having been mado on the mines, I cannot 
explain... . 

*T am pleased to say that wo have 
not been upset in the least by the war. 
.. +++ As the Japanese have continued 
to succeed in thoir land campaign, wo 
aro now quite free from worries. Early 
in March and all that month, wo had 
many thousands of Japanese troops in 
this vicinity, and they behaved so well 
that their presence was not in the least 
noticed by the Corcans, except that tho 
Coreans got so much money from the 
Fapanese, for doing coolio work, that they 
got somewhat independent. Even that 
came to an end quickly; as the troops 
advanced their work ce .. It 
is vory cold here and the roads are dread- 
ful in the early spring. During the rainy 
season in the summer, generally July and 
‘Angust, they are just as bad, as very fow 
of them are metalled. I know poople 
criticise and say they cannot understand 
why Japan did not sond soldiers at onco 
to the Yalu, and so on, but when you 
think for a moment, you will find thoy 
have not been so slow. In tho first 
place February is a cold month, ice overy- 
Whore, all the rivers frozen solid, no 
steamers can approach tho coasts, so land- 
ing \was begun at Chomulpo. ‘The mon 
marched to Pingyang on a vory difficult 
road of 160 miles; they had to rost at 
Pingyang. ‘The next stage was to land 
them higher up the coast at Haiju, and 
then early in March in Chinnampo, 
feom whence they marched to Pingyang 
and, past us, up north tothe Yala. In 
April they landed the last batch in Corea 
near the mouth of the Yalu. We all 
know how they opened the month of 
May, with a brilliant victory. Person- 
ally I think they have done wonders, as 
every man had to walk the entire dis- 
tance. No railways to carry thein in this 
country.” 

















FIFTY YEARS IN THE 
ORIENT. 
IN MEMORIAM. 


MRS. J. W. LAMBUTH. 

On the seventesth day of September, 
1854, the sailing vessel Ariel, after 
voyage of four and one-half mont] 
around the Cape, dropped anchor in 
Shanghai harbour, and a young minister 
and his bride, the latter not quite twenty 








years of age, landed on the “muddy 
flat.” So youthful was their appearance 
that Bishop Boone I always saluted them | 
affectionately as “ My children.” The one 





after thirty-three years’ residence in 
Shanghai and six in Japan, to which 
place he was transferred by the Home 
authorities to found e new mission, enter- 
ed into rest on the 28th April 1892, while 
to the other was given the rare privilege 
of completing an unbroken half-century 
on the shores of the Pacific. Just as the 
Tubilee chimes were sounded on earth the 
sweet notes of the harps in Paradiso wore 
heard. 


In the early days in China few were the 
helps in studying the language, but tho 
great volume of the “People’s Vocabu- 
lary” was open and soon the young resi- 
dent became a fluent speaker. By tho 
special gift of tolling explicitly first what 
was not to be done, and then what was to 
be done, no Chinese ever failed to undor- 
stand perfectly the directions given. 
Several small books were by Mrs. 
Lambuth prepared in the Shanghai 
language.. For ton yoars, in company 
with the excellent Mrs. Yates and tho 
gifted Miss Safford, sho was ono of the 
first editresses of “ Woman’s Work in 
China.” She wielded a graceful pen and 
she had promised, if her life was spared 

d strength was given, to preparo this 
summer for our Literary Association a 
paper on “Shanghai fifty yoars ago,” but 
‘the shock of corn fully ripo” was out 
down before the plan was carried into 
effect. 

Sho possessed * fino administrative 
ability, as was seen during and aftor tho 
civil war in the States, when the Homo 
Board eripplod by dab, swollen immensoly 
by accumulated interest, folt itsolf unable 
to send funds to China,’ Mrs, Lambuth 
would not suffer her husband, whose 
fortuno in tho Mississippi valloy had been 
swopt away by the clash of arms, to accopt 
a lucrative position as interpreter, but by 
teaching school and taking boarders sho 
supported the family, kopt a son at 
college and left her husband freo to engage 
fully in preaching and tho itinerancy. 
‘The Mission was not only kept alive but 
made steady progress, so when happier 
days arrived it was propared for oxtend- 
ing its work in the interior. For ten 
yoars for this noble lady to stand in the 
proach was heroisin of tho highest order. 

Sho was specially gifted in imparting 
knowledge and as a teacher both in Eng- 
lish and Chinese was greatly beloved. Hor 
largo girls’ boarding Schoofin the Fronch 
Concession was one of tho best in China, 
and the permanent results in supplying 
the native preachers with educated wives 
and the Mission with Bible women aro 
felt at this time. During tho sixties and 
soventies when her husband was preach 
ing in the towns of Kiangnan, sitting on 
the head of the boat, she told for the first 
time to hundreds and thousands of women 
gathered on the shore something of the 

thristian religion. 

Perhaps no Westerner has 90 fully 
exemplified in Cathay the Confucian 
principle of “benevolence” in its wide- 
extending ramifications. To the poor, 
the sick, the needy, the sorrowing, 
seamen, but especially to the multitndes 
who needed a knowledge of a “moro 
excellent. way a helping hand was 
extended. Year by year, and month 
by month, she was daily, hourly, faith 
fally engaged in her “labours of love” till 
the time of her last sickness. 

Hospitality abounding was extended 
to missionary ‘travellers of every namo 
and nation.. In the early days there was 
no “ Home and Agency,” and for a score 
of years those who were arriving in or 
leaving: by the steamers found » home 
under the Lambuth roof; and no amount 





























of trouble was spared : in providing 
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for their wants, .so hor name is held in 
loving memory all through China. She 
was specially attentive to the wants of 
those living in the interior. Prior to the 
general establishment of hospitals the 
sick coming to Shanghai for medical 
attention received 2 welcome. If any 
one could pass tho “judgment test ”— 
“For I was an hungred, and ye gave me 
meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me 
drink: I was a stranger, and ye took me 
in: naked and yo clothed me: I was 
sick, and yo visited me: I was in prison, 
and ye came unto me”—it is the subject 
of this brief sketch. As four of the 
writer’s children wero born under her 
roof and from her home the eldest was 
borne to the cometery, ho can uso the 
words of ono of old, “She hath boon a 
succourer of many and of myself also,” 

She has not beon left with no one “to 
declare her gonoration.” Hor oldest 
son, the Rev. ‘Walter R. Lambuth, 
M.D., D.D., who made such a splondid 
record in Soochow, Peking, and Kobe, 
though not quite ‘fifty years of age, is 
now Senior Missionary Secretary of his 
Church, ranks high amiong the leaders of 
foreign missions, and next to the College 
of Bishops, is tho most prominent man 
among the Southern Methodists. Hor 
son-in-law, Dr. W. H. Park, from his 
exceptional relations to the high ma 
daring and the wealthy silkmen, is the 
most influential doctor in China. An- 
other son and six graudchildron mourn 
her loss, 

Aftor her husband’s death she con- 
tinued her work in Japan in connection 
with the “Lambuth Memorial School.” 
Tho denomination has one of the most 
active Missions in the Sunrise Kingdom, 
composed of men who speak Japaneso 
fluently. 

Tt was a happy line of circumstances 
that led her to spend her last monthe in 
Soochow. The winter was passed in great 
comfort and with comparatively good 
health. The first Wostorn lady that 
entered the gates of the provincial capital, 
and whose husband took such an active 
part in opening the city, it was fitting for 
hor hero to closo her labours. It was as 
tho Master on Olivet’s brow lifting up his 
hands and blessing his disciples. Man; 
of the older native Christians wept at th 
funeral services, as were read the words 
of Moses, “The days of our yoars are 
three-score years and ten,”

COREA'S 
INDIFFERENCE. 


In all the vicissitudes of the last twenty 
years Oorea has never been so neatly arriving 
eb a state of perplexity as during the past 
few, months. It began last winter. The 
Japanese. troops marched into Seoul. The 
thermometer. registered 5° below Zero, 
Fabrenbeit, and you could hear the frosty 
tread of that ten thousand men all across 
the city. They moved into various barracks 
here and there, and the Corean Emperor's 
Play-soldiers were ordered out. Such a 
scurnying and scrambling for loose odds and 
ends, belts, blankets, and pipes. 

“Under heaven and among men,” asked. :\e 
Coreans, “what does this mean?” 

“This is war, don't you fellows want to 
‘tuke a hand?” 

“Warl Great heavens! No!” 

“Then out with you, “ you Sees 
we aro here to fight, said the Japanese. 

‘This was Geeteae and the barracks 
wete given. up. There was positive excite- 
ment, for-an hour or two and then all settled 
down. again to the old-fashioned indifference.

‘The Corean is too indifferent ever to go to 
war. War is not in all his thoughts. Mouth- 
of-word war occasionally “can do,” but this 
shot and shell, never. 

‘The . were cleared and. we 
Jepanese unobirusively took possession and 
there they are to-day. They drill about the 
‘vacant commons of the city ; frequently they 
‘re seen deploying along up the mountain 
side, rapidly and noiselessly as cloud 
shadows. They molest no one. Even che 
Sirls and women come out to look on. ‘They 
are everywhere and to all intents and pur- 
Poses are in control of the city, 

Away to the west are heard daily 
‘explosions, along the line of the Wijw mail- 
way. Into the quiet of their old indifferent 
lind come these incongruous sights and 
sounds. But the indifference with which the 
Corean regards them is the most interesting 
fact of all. His house may be tottering about 
his ears or bo blown up, but never mind; he 
has lived like the “‘scissor-grinder”” in 
Peace for the last 2,000 years and sung his 
song, and he expects to live when all tar- 

ians, Japanese and Russians alike, will 
‘havo run themselves on to their own bags 
of “submerged thunder,” and gone down. 

This is a most happy disposition for the 
Present moment. If the Corean were a 

, anxious individual he would 
assuredly commit suicide, or murder, or 
wither up and die in his present straits; 
but, no fear of it, he feels himself secure, 
like the husband who watched from the 
Upper storey the fight between his wile Betty 
and the bear. Says he: “If Betty wins 
welll dino off the bear; if the bear wins 
then there's an end of Betty.” It was 
satisfactory whichever way he viewed it. 
So i is in the present war. If Japan wins 
Corea will share the glory as ally of the 
greatest nation in the world; if Russia, that 
ends the nightmare and pestoration that, has 
dogged her steps these many years, 

“Of course, if the Japanese win, they will 
run railways all over the land.” “Yes.” 
“They will make life unpleasant by their 
sanitary reforms.” “Yes.” “They will 
Practically govern the country.” “ Maskeo ! 
what difference? Wo shall not have the 
bother of it. ‘They'll be our servants, really, 
and we can sit and smoke and criticise them, 
and compare their way of doing things w 
the happy days of Yo and Soon (2,300 B.U).” 

“One thing only, they must leave us the 
name Ta-Han (Great Han).” ‘The writer is 
inquired of frequently as to his opinion re- 
g rding the name ~ Will the Japanese change 
arn 

“Oh, not They don’t care a whit about 
the name.” 

“Then that’s all right, let them do as they 
please providing we keep our name,” and 
tho calmness and placidity with which the 
inquirer fans himself is most extraordinary. 

An indifferent man has just one dese, 
namely, to be left alone. House-cleaning 
or shaking up of mats and rugs distresse 
him. ‘To bo dinged at about anything he 
dislikes. A walk, or a ride in the electric 
cz, of a jaunt out where we wind is cool, 
or a bit of a snooze under tle pines is 
entirely to his liking. 

Who has ever seen an enthusiastic Corean 
merchant or otherwise? They exist, mo 
doubt, but they are so vexy rare that it 
makes no stir in the equatorial calm that 
possesses the nation. 

Does this indifference extend also to the 
Palace? My Corean friend tells me that His 
Majesty “as to his inner soul” wants the 
Russians to win; but “as to his outside 
skin,” be is pleased that the Japanese are 
holding their own. He loves Russia because 
Russia leaves-him in peace. He hates Japan 
because Japan pesters him and has all kinds 











fos ideas. There is no knowing 
what they will propose next, they are oven 
now digging up the gutters, cleaning tho 
streste, and scattering bad-smelling medicine 


turbed over it but on the whole is at peace, 
or to put it in Western words is entirely 
indifferent as to what is going on. 

Neither the Emperor nor the average 
Corean has any confidence in the reports 
of the papers as to tho war. “Lies,” they 
say. His Majesty has waited long for Pavloff 
and Company to return. News of the xalu 
fight is still discredited. Russia is coming 
all right, sho is already in Hamhoung dis- 
pensing havoc among the helpless villagers 
and His Majesty's hopes rise with the sound 
thereof. 

In Corea everything depends on the 
Chinese character. No doubt the common 
greeting “ Pyung.an hassio” has something 
to do with the eternal calm that possesses 
the ruling class of this nation. ‘They say : 
“Have you passed tho time in peace? Is 
your health in peace? Go in pence! Como 
back in pewo!”? Pyung-an (Peace) has 
assuredly something to do with the eternal 
indifference that reigns in Corea. Peace is 
& good word but I imagine Carlyle would 

= “Out upon it, a brutal lethargy is 
peace, the noiwme grave is poacoful. Let's 
have done with peace.” 

‘These Chinese characters, however, do not 
always minister a soothing influence. ‘The 
government that earnestly desires Russia to 
win, and doesn’t believe the newspaper 
reports, has a very nasty riddle to solve in 
the two names Kuropatkin and Kuroki, 
Kuropatkin is translated Black Pigeon, 
and Kuroki, Black Wood, or we might 
say Black Stick. One blow of the stick and 
alas for the pigeon! In the mind of the 
Corean Government this will do more for 
the Japanose than all their years of practice 
at gunnery. "Still why should we bother 
our heads about tho eternal destinies of 
heaven and earth? Let the rascals fight it 


out?

THE NEW CABLE 
STEAMER PACIFIC. 


A tour round the world is said to com- 
plete one’s education. A visit to tho 
Great Northern Telegraph Co’s str. Paci. 
fic only reminds the layman how incom. 
plete his edueation has been, and gives 
him a thirst for the intellect necessary to 
understand a portion of the modern 
instruments and appliances on that vossel 
alone—a thirst for knowledge which a 
week's or a month’s stay on board would 
only augment, without in most cases 
giving satisfactory result. 

The Pacific arrived at Woosung on 
Thureday night and is now discharging 
cable there. She was built last yoar at 
Copenhagen by the well-known firm of 
Burmeister and Wain, whoso prodecessors 
constructed the same Company’s str. 
Store Nordiske, now well-known by sight, 
if not as to equipment, by all Shanghai, 
landers. 

A more thoroughly equipped and up- 
to-date cable steamer than the Passi ye 
would bedifficult to imagine. From stom 
to stern she is apparently fitted with 
every modern requirement for the pur- 
Poses for which she is intended. Hor 

ensions are : length 260 feet, breadth 
feet 6 inches, and height between decks 
Zt. Gin. Her mean draught fully loaded, 
is 18ft, and her gross tonnage is 1,529 
and net tonnage 727. She was launched 
at Copenhagen last year and provious to 
her departure to China was engaged for 
a short time in laying cable on the North 
Ses. Her voyage from London, where 








she took on board 360 odd miles of cable, 
oce upied 54 days, inclu toppages at

On the port 
side are the lamp room, engineers’ work- 
shop, carpenters’'room, hatchway, cooks’ 
and boys’ rooms and mess room, officers’ 
and enginoors’-cabins. -Aft isthe saloon, 
beautifully upholstered and with spacious 
cabins for the captain and electrician, 
two spare cabins for guests or the Com- 
any’s officials. In the centre are three 
Cable tanks, the main tank being 31 
foot 6 inches in diameter, and the fore 
and aft tanks 26 feot'and 28 feot 
respectively. ‘Theso will hold 460-miles, 
or say 1,000 tons of cable. Steel cones 
in the contre of the tanks aro employed as 
frosh-water tanks, the larger one holding 

10 tons of water and the others five tons 

each. Forward-of the forward: tank is a 

doublé-combined picking-up and paying-

The steam stop-valves, main 
brakes, and reversing gears aro all actuat- 
ed from the spar deck and are within 
reach of one man. All the paying-out 
is done forward, but there is provision 
for paying ont aft if necessary. 

For hauling cable from the picking-up 
machine to the cable tanks ‘and for 
turning over the cablo from one tank to 
the other are portable steam and 
cloctrical hauling. gears, also by Messrs.

GOT INTO PORT ARTHUR AND 
SAW MANY INTERESTING 
‘THINGS. 


HAS CHANGED OPINION. 


Hooter Fuller, the “Indinapolis News” 
correspondent, ‘ho left Chefoo in a junk 
6th June, with the intention of making an 
effort to get into Port Arthur, returned here 
Sunday night. 

‘Mr. Fuller states that his mission, in so 
far as getting into Port Arthur was con- 
cerned, was accomplished. The  junkman 
coaveying him thither, % will be "remem 


tplaved'' between® ‘the “ther fwo |" 





authorising the payment to him of a portion 
of the passage money, as bad been previously 


‘Mr. Fuller states that he landed in Louiso 
Bay (called Louisa Bay on’ the’ charts): at 
about dawn on ith June. Getting into 
the bay there could be observed from the 
junk, on the north shore of the little inlet, 
‘ero “cruisers, four’ torpedo: bosts» ahd: two 
torpedo boat destroyers. “At~the’ moment 
they’ were ‘siglited, and belidving them to 
be Japanesé vesséls, the junk was hove to, 
in the hope of escaping their notice. « For- 
tonately, & heavy fog of the’early- morning 
‘enveloped thé waters of the’ bay and ‘enabled 
the junkiman (3 ‘proceed,’ without discovery, 
to @ point close enough to shore that the 
passenger might be carried through the 
shallow water and placed’ safely on: Jand. 

Mr. Fuller ‘proceeded. inkind-'a short 
distance, and taking. position on’ a little 
‘eininence, awaited the rising of ‘the sun to 
disperse ‘the fog on the bay, so that ho 
might do some-reconnoitring and. get a good 
‘view of ‘the little squadron, 

‘The clearing of the’ fog revealed the fact 
that the boats’ were’ all flying the’ Russian 
fing and had steam’ up, and were apparently 
fully equipped and ready for service. ‘The 
correspondent spent some ‘timo’ in the 
vichnity of the’ bay, and saw the four vessels 





mote about in the basin, 

He tramped about the entire day, having 
in the meantime communicated wit his junk 
and dispatched “it to Chiefoo, and took 
observations of the surrounding country. The 
shore about Louise Bay is fist, surrounded 
at a’ short distancé inland’ with ‘hills upon 
which are mounted rapid fire batteries, so 
masked that they cannot be discovered until 
within a hundred yards of them The 
location of these batteries was indicated to 
the traveller by the presence of ‘somo of 
the soldiers manning them ; the latter failed, 
however, to discover ‘the newspaper man, 
‘even when he approached close enough to 
make mire of the guns which equip the 
forts. 

‘The face ‘of the hills forming these forti- 
fications, and this is also true of the other 
batteries which were observed on the tramp 
into Port Arthar from the northwest side, 
has been rendered inaccessible by being cut 
way in places where there has been a 
‘natural terrace, many points where the hills 
might be climbed having been riprepped 
with stone, so that they will be impassable 
unless pounded to pieces by a fierce artillery 
assault. Carefully constructed rifle pits line 
the footpaths and ronds leading in toward 
Port Arthur, details to insure effective Sire 
being looked after well, the pits being pro- 
‘vided with kneeling banks for the men. 

On the night of 12th June Mr. Fuller 
was ‘apprehended by Russian soldiers in the 
immediate vicinity of these fortifications, 
and conducted to' a Chinese'hut behind the 
hills where were quartered several officers. 
Here he was interrogated as to his business 
in the place, but the inability of his ques- 
tioners to speak good English baffled their 
efforts to got a knowledge of the designs 
of their prisoner. 

He was taken on soine distancé to’ the 
quarters of another batch of officers, and the 
same performance was repedied, alter which 
a decision was ovidently arrived ab to con 
duct him into Port Arthur. 

‘He was marched under guard along what 
| ho describes as a splendidly oonstrus's} 


| military road, into the city, and lodged in 


‘a prison building just off the naval basin, 
arriving at his assigned quarters about. 1 
o'clock in the morning. He was given 
something to eat and placed in a toouy 
“Gell” which continued to be his residence 
for « perked of five’days. 





Several ‘officers “acoompanied by “inter- 
tprobits; “visited” hin ‘during the sniixt "day, 
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to all ef whom, in response to questiens, be 
stated the reasons why he had come to Port 
Arthur, viz., that he was there in the in- 
terests of the newspaper represented by 
him, in an endeavour to get news which 
apparently could not be obtained in any 
other way. The knowledge of English 
possessed by the interpreters, however, was 
0 limited that the prisoner feared that the 
various Bittle courts sitting on his case might 
got things tangled up in a bad mess, s0 
ho Addressed a lengthy letter to the Com- 
manding General, asking that he be per- 
mitted to explain his presence to the General 
in person, his papers and money in the 
meantime having been handed over. to the 
nmi granted and he 

His request was ant was sum- 
moned efore Genera] Stoessel at the latter's 
hexdquarters in the vicinity of the prison. 
In a very few words he again stated his 
case, and received the reply that he would 
have to got ont of the city immediately. 
The interview was’ very short, after which 
the prisoner was escorted to the jail. 

Mr. Fuller states that he was not furnished 
with very good food, but through the inter- 
vention of an officer who could speak very 
good English and who became quite friendly, 
he was enabled to obtain two meals per day 
from the outside at five dollars per meal. 

He was able to see from the windows of 
his room Various of the Russian men-of-war 
‘in the’ inner harbour. He states that during 
this time the Retvizan and the Czateviteh 
moved into the outer harbour, amid the 
cheers of many hundreds of voices. Ho 
wae told at tho time that the repairs to 
these vessels had just been completed, and 
that. the cheers came from the workmen 
employed in the docks. The workmen 
employed at this portion of the dockyands 
were observed by the prisoner passing to and 
from, their employment, and he says that 
they are all Europeans, apparently, no 
Chinese having heen seen by him. These 
men all passed in and out, morning and 
night, through a single gate in the large wall 
enclosing the works, and there are myriads 
of them. 

From information derived while in con- 
finement, Mr. Fuller learned that the follow- 
ing battleships and cruisers are in fighting 
trim and ready for service :

‘There dre twenty-three torpedo boats and 
torpedo bout dostroyers in the port, all in 
fighting condition. 

‘Splendid discipline prevails among the 
soldiers, who arc well fed, well dressed, and 
whose demeanour would tend to contradict 
the general opinion of prevailing conditions 
tm Port Arthur and the probable effect sueh 
conditions would have on the troops quartered 
there, 

An admirable system of telephones has 
been established between general and staff 
headquarters and the forts surrounding the 
towns, bringing into immediate communica 
tion vital points in the line of defences and 
the town itself. In addition to this, num- 
bers of neatly uniformed messengers on 
bicycles continually dart in and about the 
various headquarters and outlying points. 

‘The daily ration of the soldiers during 
Tune has been 14 Ib., of bread, 14 Ib., of 
meat, in addition to an allowance of veget- 
ables. ‘The men are given in addition, soup 
at the midday meal, and gruel in the morn 
ing. 

On the evening of 12th June two Japaneso 
torpedo boats disguised as Chiness junks 
came close to Port Arthur. Two Russian 
torpedo boats went out to meet them, and 
sero fired on by the “ jonks.” The Rugaisns 





gave chase, but as the Japinese feet appear- 
ed im the distance, coming up rapidly, the 
Russians retired, with a lost of two men 
killed and one wounded. 

On 11th June the Russians had reason to 
suspect that Japancse spies were concealed 
in a village about sixteen miles northwest 
of Port Arthur. The Chinese assured the 
sourching party that no Japanese were in 
the place, but the officers, not satisfied, 
continued to investigate. Shots were fired 
from Chinese houses, killing one officer and 
wounding onc. ‘Two Japanese were found 
in the building from whence the shots came 
and were taken prisoners and deported in 
the same junk which carried Mr. Fuller to 
Chefoo. 

Plenty of opportunity was had to observe 

the large amount of merchandise being 
brought into Port Arthur vid Louisa Bay, 
Junks eoming in there by the dozen. Flour 
constitutes a considerable portion of the 
cargo. 
Mr. Fuller came away "from Port Arthor 
with a very rosmte view of Kassian 
Prospects at Port Arthur, and is inclined 
to believe, from what he gathered as to the 
character and strength of the fortifications, 
the discipline of the troops, and the general 
favourable conditions which he asserts pre- 
weil there. that the fiercest assault may not 
Prove successful. He came away with an 
opinion entirely changed from tht with 
which he went in, and when asked if ho 
@idn’t think something would happen soon 
which would result in the fall of the northern 
stronghold, replied with an emphatic “no.” 
Whether he is correct, remains to be seen.

‘The following important statement regard- 
ing the dates at which the various currency 
measures become effective in the Philippine 
Islands has been given out by Mr. Kem-

30th June, 1904.—The redemption of local 
currency discontinued. 

30th September, 1904.—The receipt of 
Spanish Filipino currency in payment of Go- 
vernmertt dues discontinued. 

Ist October, 1904.—Tax of two per cent 
upon written instruments drawn or nego- 
tisted in October, and calling for payment in 
local currency, becomes effective. 

Ist November, 1904.—Tax of two per cent 
upon written instruments drawn or nego- 
tiated in November, and calling for payment 
in local currency, becomes effective. 

Ist December, 1904—Tax of three per cent 
on written instruments drawn or negotiafed 
in December, and calling for payment in local 
currency, beoumes effective.

ADMIRAL YAMAMOTO 
ON THE TRANSPORT 
DISASTER. 


(From rae “Jaray ‘Trices.”) 


On the morning of the 18th, Messrs, Mas- 
sanosuke Kato, Kumakichi Oishi and Jun- 
‘chiro Otsu, all on tho standing committeo 
of the Progressive Party, waited on Admiral 
Baron Yamamato, Minister of the Navy, at 
tho Admiralty office, and submitted the fol- 
lowing :— 

"Your Excellenay :—It was only the other 
day that the nation, with the Government, 
had to grieve over the sinking of the Kinshu 
Mara by Russia's Vladivostock fleet. We 
believe that the authorities have since then 
been most watchful. But we have now. 
the disaster that has befallen the Hitachi 
Mara and other vessels; and the occasion 
was tantamount to allowing a defenceless 
feet of ships to proceed to sea in the face 
of an enemy; we people, whose sons and 
brothers are engaged in the war, cannot ob- 
tain a day’s penoo of mind, as we are filled 





with harassing anxieties. We beseech the © 


authorities to make public their views on the 
event in question, and the means they pro- 
pose to take for ensuring future safety, in all 
frankness within tho limits that the dival- 
gence 18 nob injurious.” 

In reply tho Minister sid: “To begin 
with, seeing that you have prefaced your re- 
marks with a reference to the Kinshu Mara 
disaster, I cannot help feeling it to be your 
ides that, whereas the occurrence was in the 
nature of a warning against the repetition of 
sach a disaster, the one that has now, taken 
place: should be ascribed to the neglect of 
duty on the part of those in charge of the 
matter. I therefore will first speak of the 
Kinshu Maru affair. She was originally com- 
missioned to keep the ‘Kamimura squadron’ 
sapplied with drinking water and coal, Uw- 
ing, however, to unfavourable weather, she 
was obliged to seek shelter in Gensan Bay, 
along with a torpedo-boat. While there, she 
‘was asked by our garrison at that place to 
convey a party of soldiers who were to re- 
connoitre a certain locality. While engaged 
in this work, the weather became bad and 
the torpedo-boat was obliged to leave the 
Kinshn Maru and seok safety at a certain 
spot. About the sume time owing to dense 
fog the ‘Kamimura squadron’ missed the 
Viadivostock ships, and it was while thus 
left alone that the catastroplie occurred to 
the Kinsha Mara, she being sunk by the 
enemy. There were some persons taken pri- 
soners by the enamy at the time; but as only 
a one-sided statement is at present obtain- 
able, nothing definite can be said as to who 
should be held responsible for that unfor- 
tunate affair. Coming next to the latest oc- 
currence, it is necessary first to speak of the 
attempts which have been made to block the 
Port Arthur channel. A section of the

‘as Admiral Togo’s report shows, it is a fact 
that tho channel no longer admits the pas~ 
sage of war vessels of the size of a large 
cruiser.

Inspector Aiers, sworn, said that at 
about 7 p.m. on the 12th inst. the 
complainant came to the police station 
bleeding profusely from the mouth.

The captain told 
him an overdose

charges were brought against him 
simply because he was a Britisher.

The Captain said the ship had been 
here since Sunday, and would be here 
about two weeks more.

Chalmers was sentenced to four weeks’ 
imprisonment with hard labour, and to 
forfeit six days’ pay. To be put on 
board his ship in case it left before. 

George Sullivan was in custody on a 
charge of being drunk and incapable. 
The Captain stated that his offence was 
the same as that of Chalmers. He gavo 
as a reason for refusing to go on the 
stage in the China Soas that there ought 
tobea boat towing astern, in case a 
‘man fell. 

Sullivan said—In the first place, your 
Majesty, I want a naval oficer to inspect 
the after davits. They could not lower a 
boat if a man were overboard. Tho 
Board of Trade says no soaman is ox. 
pected to go over the side on the high 
seas. I have been thirty years at sea, 
As for being drunk, I was never drunk in 
fe. 

Sergeant Neil Bannatyne deposed that 
he found Sullivan on the steps of the 
Yokohama Specie Bank, on the Bund, 
that morning. He had no boots or coat 
on, and was drunk and incapable. Ho 
was looking among the Bank's flowerpots, 

Sullivan said—I noticed that one of 
the geraniums had fallen, and I was 
tying up its broken limb with a piece of 
string, the same as anyone would. 

His Worship—Sure you weren't pick- 
ing yourself a button-hole ? 

Sullivan—Honest God I wasn’t. Any- 
body with feelings at all, and a liking for 
flowers, same’s I havo, would surely do 
that. Wonldn’t you, your Honour ? 

His Worship—You are not helping 
yourself any by that. 

Sullivan—No? I could help myself 
all right if you would let me alone. ‘If a 
man is to bo jailed for tying up a British 
flower, it’s the latest. 

The police charge was dismissed. For 
disobeying orders on board ship ho was 
sentenced to three weeks’ hard labour ; to 
he put on board, however, when the ship 
sails. 

Sullivan—What about that naval in-

Sullivan—I beg to differ with your

Victor Ericson pleaded guilty to dis- 
obedience. He said he refused to go 
over the side because he was afraid of 
the sharks.

The Captain said he had been 
lenient with him becanse he was not 
strong and healthy. 
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‘The Chief Officer said Foote went on 
tho stage at Luzon, but in the China 
Seas, the “ poor innocent” was led by the 
others and refused. He was always 
willing enough before. 

Fined two days’ pay. 

Ivor Franklin, a Swede, was charged 
with drunkenness as well as disobedience. 
Ho had also insulted the mate. He was 
described as “a bad boy.” 

‘His excuse was that one man had been 
lost overboard, and that nothing could 
be done to save a man in such case.

‘Accused admitted the charge. 

Robert Davidson, master of the Crown of 
Germany, said that accused were able sea- 
men on his ship and had signed on in New 
York. ‘The ship reached Woosung on tho 19th 
June, Accused left the ship at 3.3 p.m. on 
the 20th. ‘They had not leave. Witness was 
not there to give them leave. Witness nad 
not had any trouble with the men until he 
got to Woosung. ‘The ship was 219 days at 
sea and had not called at any port since leav- 
ing New York, Tho Crown of Germany only 
came up river on the preceding day and all 
the men had gone ashore. He expected to 
romain about 26 days. ‘The cargo was being 
discharged and meanwhile the crew was not 
required for this, bub there were other duties 
to be dono, He could not board all the men 
ashore. 

Duliy said that ho hod been 74 months at 
sea and during that time ho had been given 
vory bad food. ‘The biscuits were fuu of 
maggots; he did not intend to go back to 
the ship, The Captain kept the good bis- 
cuits in the cabin and would not give them 
better food. He went ashore to get some- 
thing to eat. ‘The biscuits would not have 
fot mouldy if they had been packed propes- 
ly. 
‘Tho Master said that accused drew £3 14s. 
per month each, 

His Worship said that he could only do 
one thing, and that was to lock the men up 
until the ship left. He would, however, give 
them one more chance and on this occasion 
‘they would be fined three days’ pay and put 
on board. If they left. again withovt ieave 
they would be sent to gaol. 

‘Murphy: asked if he could get discharged 
in Shanghai as he could then get a job on an 
American man-of-war. 

His Worship said he could not d anything, 
about the discharge. He expected accused 
were glad enough to get the job at New 
York. 

“Murphy said that he had been staying at a 
boarding-house, and had been forced to go 
on board. He had to join this ship or he 
would have got his head knocked off, 











‘His Worship asked for the ship’s articles, 
which were produced. 

‘The Master said that the men were ship- 
ped at the British Consul’s office in the 
usual way. 

‘The second officer of the vessel stated’that 
he had a charge of assault against Murphy. 

‘Murphy declared that he would not go 
back to the ship. There would be trouble and 
possibly murder if he did. ‘There were too 
many Dutchmen on board and many of them 
could not understand English.

His Worship then heard the charge 
brought against Murphy of assaulting the 
second officer on the evening of the Zist.

Serious Charge against a Medical 
Man.

fully supplying certain poisonous modi. 
cine to one Chu Cheo-kwan, thereby 
causing him grievous bodily harm, on tho 
11th instant. 

Mr. J.M. Davidson appeared for the 
defence. 

In oponing the caso for the prosecu- 
tion, Inspector Matheson said that on the 
1ith instant the police received inform- 
ation from Messrs. Schrider, Wilkens 
and Co. that their insurance compradore, 
Chu Chee-kwan, had beon taken seriously 
ill after taking a dose of medicine sup. 


plied to him by Dr. Tan Chi-lien, and 
that they had had to send for Dr. 
Marsh, who found it to be a case of 
earbolic acid poisoning. Dr. Marsh gave 
the complainant an antidote and used 
the stomach pump on him, with the result. 
that he recovered. The police took 
ossession of the bottle of medicine and 
sent it to Dr. Stanley, the Health Officer, 
for analysis. The analysis showed that 
the bottle contained three ounces of cat- 
bolic acid, eighty grains to the dose. An 
ordinary dose of carbolic acid would be 
from one to five grains, and sixty grains 
would be suficient to cause death. 

The first witness called for the prosecu- 
tion was Dr. E. L. Marsh, who stated 
that on the 11th instant Messrs. Schroder 
and Wilkens sent for him to attend to 
their insurance compradore who had 
been taken suddenly ill. On arrival at 
their office he found that the compradore 
was suffering from earbolic acid poisoning. 
He administered an antidote, and used 
the stomach pump, 

By Inspector Matheson—A safo dose 
of carbolic acid would be three grains. 

By Mr. Davidson—Witness was the 
first physician called. When he arrived 
the complainant could not speak : he was 
unconscious. Ho was told thut the com- 
plainant was taken ill immediately after 
taking a doso of medicine from the 
medicine bottle now produced in Court. 
The medicine smelt strongly of carbolic 
acid. The complainant was confined to 
his boil for three or four days. One dos 
of the inedicine was sullicient to ca 
death. The roason that death did not 
result was that witness administered an 
idote. Witness saw the accused, who 
stated that there must hare been some 
mistake. Witnoss asked him the names 
of the ingredients of the medicine and 
the accused told him, They wero harm- 

‘The accused also stated to witness 
he had no carbolic acid on his dis- 
peusing table, and he was at a loss to 
know how the carbolic acid got into the 
medicine. He told witness that he would 
be responsible for all the expenses of his 
attendance upon the complainant. 

By Iuspector Matheson—The accused 
did not say he had made a inistake in the 
medicine. Ho said “there must have 
beon a mistake.” 

By Mr. Davidson—Wituess understood 
perfectly what the accused was saying, 
He spoke English very clearly and well. 
Witness made no analysis of the medi. 
cine. He did not know tbe proportion 
of carbolic acid therein. He did not see 
the complainant take the medicine ; he 
was told that he had done so and he drew 

















his own conclusions. 

The complainant stated that he knew 
the accused. He went to his house about 
10 am. on the Lith instant. Accused 
was engaged and witness waited a few 
minutes. He then saw the accused and 
asked him forsome m ie. He was 
sent when accused made up the medicine. 
The medicine was that contained in the 
bottle now produced. Assoon as he got to 
the office he took a dose of the medicine, 
The moment it touched his lips he ex- 
perienced a burning sensation there. In 
less than three minutes he fell down on 
the sofa and was then unconscious for 
three hours. He did not know anything 
until 1.30 p.m. During the afternoon he 
slept and at 8 p.m. he was driven to his 
house. His throat was all swollen up 
and he could take nothing but milk. The 
paper produced contained the receipt for 
the medicine. He paid accused $25 for 
& year’s medical attendance. Ho was 
told that the accused called at the office 
at 11 a.m. on the 11th instant, but he was 
then unconscious and did not seo him. 




















had sent to him several times 
since to arrange the matter. The letter 
produced was sent by the accused ad- 
Gressed to witness and another compra- 
dore in the office. It contained an offer 
to pay all expenses in connection with 
the matter, 

By the Court—Witness had taken no 
other medicine on the 11th instant. ‘The 
Year's contract with accused for medical 
attendance was made about the Ist inst. 
He had medicine from the accused on 
two or three occasions before the 11th 
instant and it had done him good. On 
the 11th instant he asked for the same 
medicine again, 

By Mr. Davidson—He did not know 
the ‘accused before joing to him at the 
beginning of the ‘nth. At. accused's 
suggestion he made a contract for annual 
treatment at $25 per year, When the 
sccused handed him the medicine on the 
11th instant witness remarked that it was 
a darker colour than previous medicine, 
The accused said it was the same pre. 
scription. Witness took  doso of the 
medicine on his arrival at the office. He 
aid not know any of the ingredients 
except potash. In his oftice there wore 
no chemicals kept. Ho did not know if 
there were any in the other part of the 
building. Other persons had: accoss to 
Lis oftice. On arrival at the office he took 
the medicine from his pocket and put it 
on the desk in front of him. He took 
the medicine in a tea-cup, which he 
washed out with toa. He had been under 
tho accused's treatment for 10 days, and 
during that time called to seo him about 
once in two days. He smolt the medicine 
before taking it, but not being a chemist 
could not tell what it was. Ho kuew 
the smell of pure carbolic acid, but not 
being a chemist could not tell it when 
mixed with other ingredionts, 

Mr. Davidson said one did not need to 
be a rooster to tell a rotten ogg from a 
good one. 

By Inspector Matheson—Accused mix- 
ed the medicine aud handed the bottle 
to witness. Immediately on his arcival 
at the oftice he cleaned a cup and took 
some of the medicine. He was u- 
conscious for three hours. He did uot 
know Dr, Marsh was thore in the mor- 
ning, but saw him between 5 and 6 p.m. 

By the Court—He did not soe the 
nuniber of the ingredients which the av- 
cused put into the medicine as he was 
reading at the time. 

A compradore employed in the samo 
office as the complainant said he know 
the complainant. He remembered the 
11th instant. He saw the complainant 
take some medicine. He was sitting noxt 
to him at the time. Witness asked him 
what the medicine was and the com- 
plainant said it was some he had got 
from Dr. Tau Chiclion, Immediately 
after taking the medicine the complainant 
became very ill. Witness went in his 
carriage for Dr. Marsh. He did not sev 
the doctor use the stomach pump as he 
next went to fetch the accused. The 
latter said ho would come and see the 
complainant. Complainant was un- 
conscious for two or three hours. 

By Mr. Davidson—Witness was there 
when complainant took the medicine, He 
took it with half a cup of tea. 

Dr. Laleaca, called for the defence, said 
he had known the accused for three years. 
‘Ho was a qualified man. Cases that had 
come to his notice had been treated by 
the aceused in a skilful, prudent, and 
able way. He had met the accused 
frequently. 

The accused gave evidence on his own 
behalf, Ho ssid he qualified at the Tion 
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tising three years. He had known the 
complainant about a month—since the 
Sist May. On that day complainant 
came to his house and contracted for 
annual medical attendance. Witness 
always made up his own medicines. He 
prepared the medicine for the complain- 
‘ant. The disease from which the accused 
was suffering did not require medicine 
containing carbolic acid. Wit ess's 
patients were mostly Chinese officials. 
(Witness mentioned several high officials 
whom he treated.) 

‘Witness had never before been charged 
with administering dangerous medicines. 
Ho had supplied the complainant with 
modicine previous to the 11th instant 
‘and the complainant said ithad done him 

ood. When he was preparing the me- 
Gicine on the 11th instant his mind was 
‘cloar and he knew perfectly well what he 
was doing. He knew the ingredients. 
(States ingredients to the Conrt.) He 
could not remember if the medicine sup- 
plied to the complainant was the same 
tolour as that now produced in Court. 
‘Ho always kept his poisons on a separate 
re could have been no mis- 
ing up the medicine. He 
was, called in to see the com| ant after 
the jatter had taken the medicine. Ho was 
lying on the sofa and did not speak. 
Witness saw Dr. Marsh there. The 
latter asked him what medicine he 
had supplied and he told him. In con- 
versation with him, witness said he was 
surprised how carbolic acid could have 
got into tho bottle and said it might have 
feon the mistake of one of the servants. 

By _ Inspector Mathesou—Witness 
qualified at the Tiontsin, Medical Col- 
loge. His papers had been burnt dur- 
ing the Boxer outbreak, but he could 
easily prove his qualification. He did 
hot prescribe eaxbolic acid for the com- 
plainan He Jobelled all poisonous 
Medicines as poison, but not that sup- 
plied to the complainant because he did 
Hot put any poison in it. He mado it up 
himself, He was all right mentally at 
the time. He had not been drinking 
wine, or whisky, or other things. He 
‘was informed of complainant's illness 
about 11am, on the 1th instant. He 
offered to pay Dr. Marsh’s feos, as he 
thought it only right he should do so, 
the complainant being his annual pa- 
tient. One to three grains was a proper 
dose of carbolic acid and should even 
then be given with water. He did not 
prescribe 80 grain doses for the com- 
plainant. When he visited the complain- 
ant ho was going to remove the bottle to 
put a poison Inbel on it, as Dr. Marsh 
said it was da:gu.vus to leave it about. 
He communicated with the complainant 
after the occurrence, telling him not to 
be anxious about Dr. Marsh’s fees, as 
witness would pay them. 

‘Mr. Davidson reviewed the evidence at 
some length, after which the Court, re- 
served judgment until Monday morning.

Another Seizure of a Coining 
Plant. 

‘Three native blacksmiths were charged 
with being in possession of, and attempt- 
ing to utter, a quantity of counterfeit 
one-cent pieces, and one of them was 
charged with manufacturing aud being in 
possession of machinery for the manufae- 
ture of such coins. 

Inspector Bourke said that the younger 
prisoners visited a shop, No. 117, Seward 
Road, and there attempted to pass several 
counterfeit one-cent pieces. ‘The police 
were informed and the youths were arrost- 
ed, and 140 counterfeit coins found in 
their possession. At the Station they 
said they were sent by the third prisoner 
to dispose of the coins, and that he made 
the coins at his house. 

Detective-sergeant Kingston said he 
visited the third prisoner's house in the 
company of the other prisoners, and 
caught the man actually at work in an 
upper room manufacturing counterfeit 
one-cent pieces. He arrested the third 
prisoner and seized the whole of the 
plant and coins. 

‘Tho presses, dies, copper, cutting 
machines, and a quantity of spurious coins 
that had been found on the premises 
were produced in Conrt. 

‘The eldest prisoner was sentenced to 
foar years’ imprisonment ; the second to 
six months’ imprisonment, and the 
youngest (14 years of age) to one year’s 
@etention in a refurmstory.

timate work, It was on this occasion that 
the cash plate, ete., were made, and they 
had no connection whatever with the ma- 
chines seized by the police, The defen- 

idea that the machines lately 
made by him were for counterfeiting pur- 
poses. It was his business to make all 
kinds of machin 

Inspector Bourke reminded the Court 
that the machines seized by the police 
wore made for someono at Chinkiang, for 
whom aman in the City went security. 
‘A warrant was issued for the arrest of 
this man, but hedisappeared. His dit 

ance was evidence of guilt. 

Mr, Brooks said it had been said that 
the machines were for the purpose of mak- 
ing counterfeit coins, but they might be 
used for a hundred other purposes. 

Tuspector Bourke said at the previous 
hearing the defendant had admitted that 
themachines were for a purchaser at Chit 
kiang and were for making counterfeit 
coin. 

‘The Assessor said the prisoner had 
said the machines were for Chinkiang, 
but not that they were for coining pur- 

ose! 

Pehe accountant employed by Mandl 
and Co. was then called and said he was 
employed by that firm two years ago, 
when he was shroff under the compradore 
yoferred to by Counsel. On one occasion 
he was sent by tho compradore to the 
defendant's shop to ask the latter to call 
































‘and soo the compradore about a cash 
plate. 
‘The defendant, questioned by the 


Assessor, said that when the cash plate 
was ordered there was already in his shop 
‘a. machine for cutting copper. It was for 
his own uso, being part of his tool plant. 
Tt was a pressing machine to cut holes in 
copper. It worked with a wheel. With 
it he cut out washers, caps for soda- 
water bottles, washers for lamps, etc. 

Inspector Bourke produced # cut strip 
of copper found in the defendant's shop, 
a soda-water bottle cap, and a one-cont 
‘eco. The soda-water bottle cap was 
the circular holes in the 
copper strip, as was also a washer, but 
the  one-cent piece passed through 
easily. The Inspector also produced 
several patterns of cent-piece dies found 
on the defendant's premises. 

Inspector Bourke said the machine was 
‘round in the defendant's godown, and 
another machine, not couipleted, was 
found in his workshop.

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THE 
CHANGE IN MARINE 
: ENGINES.

“ENGINEERING” of the 6th of} 
May last devotes a considerable 
amount of its space to the progress 
that is being male. in the eubetitu- 
tion of Parsons’ Turbines for re- 
ciprocating engines for the propulsion 
of steam vessels, In the ordinary, 
or reciprocating, engine, with which 
we are all familiar, the shaft on which 
the yaddlewheels or screw propeller 
are fixed is actuated by a piston 
which is continually driven to and 
fro in its cylinder by the pressure of| 
the steam, and there must be a loss 
of power in this constant recipro- 
cation. Some years ago, the Hon, 
Charles Parsons adapted the turbine, 
in which the shaft is continuously 
driven in the same direction by the 
direct pressure of the steam, to the 
driving of dynanio machines; and 
seven years ago he adapted his tur- 
bine to marine purposes ina small 
craft which he called the Turbinia, 
and which made a great sensation 
at the Diamond Jubilee Naval Re- 
view. He then built a destroyer, 
the Cobra, which was bought by the 
Government and mysteriously wreck- 
ed on her way round from the north 
of England to Portsmouth. The 
firab practical application of the tur- 
bine engine in a commercial ship 
was in the King Edward in 1901. 
‘The success of this ship—it must be 
understood that we are quoting 
largely from “ Engineering "—re- 
sulted in a second vessel being order- 
ed; and credit for enterprise in 
this direction is due not only to the 
Hon. Charles Parsons, but to Messrs. 
Denny's firm, and to Captain John 
Williamson, who has for so many 
years been closely identified with 
the Clyde passenger traffic. The 

_ King Edward and the Queen have 
given good results, but there was 
some doubt still in the minds of 
naval architects as to whether the 
turbine-driven propeller was suffi- 
ciently large in diameter or area to 
give efficiency in a heavy seaway. 
‘The Midland Railway Company, how- 
ever, arranged to build four steamers 
for a new service between Heysham 
and Ireland; and on the advice of 
their naval architects, Messrs. Biles, 





Gray & Co, they decided to furnish | 
two of them with turbines and two; 
with reciprocating-engines. The four 
vessels are otherwise exactly alike in 
size and design, and thus a unique 
opportunity is’ being offered for 
thoroughly testing the comparative 
economy of the two systems. 

The space occupied by the two 
types of propelling machinery is the 
same, but the turbine engine-rooms 
are not so crowded with machinery 
as the others, and the weights are 
lower in the ship. The propellers 
are smaller in the turbine vessels and 
project less beyond the line of the 
ship, rendering them less liable to 
damage. In the first turbine steamers 
there was great difficulty about going 
astern, but this is being got over. 
In the King Edward the go-astern 
power was comparatively small; in 
the Queen it amounted to one-half 
of the full go-ahead power of the 
engines ; in the two Midland steamers, 
the Londonderry and Manxman, it 
will be about sixty per cent. The 
cost of manufacture can hardly be 
compared with that of reciprocating 
machinery, as the turbine production 
is in its infancy. All the years of 
effort which have been put into 
cheapening the cost of reciprocating 
engines have yet to come to the 
turbine. Yet even with this dis- 
advantage the turbine is not appre- 
ciably more costly than its rival, In 
the case of the Londonderry the extra 
cost is less than two per cent of the 
total cost of the vessel. There is 
every reason to believe that the cost ; 
of the upkeep of turbines will be very 
moderate, and they are cheaper to 
run, as they require two men less in 
the engine-room. ‘The question of 
coal consumption is expected to be 
solved by the four Midland steamers 
when they are in regular work, 

The British Government are build- 
ing a cruiser with turbine engines, 
and it has been stated that the Allan 
line are putting turbines into two 
10,000-ton steamers that they are 
building for the Atlantic trade; but 
the greatest step forward that the 
new mode of propulsion has made is 
in its adoption for the two Atlantic 
flyers, costing about 24 millions ster- 
ling, that are being built, with the 
assistance of the Government, for the 
Cunard line. .These vessels are to 
maintain a speed of 25 knots at sea ; 
they are to have a length of 760 





feet, and a beam of 88 feet, and 
their displacement, with no cargo on 


‘board, will be between 82,000 and 


33,000 tons. To get the required 
speed, they will have to develop some 
66,000 to 70,000 horse-power, and 
their coal consumption will exceed 
1,000 tons a day. But what makes 
these monster ships most interesting 
is that they are’ to be driven b 

Parsons’ steam turbines. ‘hero will 
be four shafts in each vessel, each 
with one powerful go-ahead turbine, 
the high-pressure units being on the 
side shafts, so as to enable the ehafy 
to be as near the shell of the ship 
as possible, while the low pressure 
units will be on the inside shafts, 
‘These latter will extend much further 
aft than the wing shafts, and the 
propellers will take the place of the 
ordinary twin-serews, with the dead- 
wood of the ship between them cut 
away. The lines of the ship afe will 
be specially fine, so that although the 
wing propellers are well forward from 
the stern, the blades will not projest 
beyond the vertical line of the hull. 
The number of revolutions is to be 
140 a minute, so that the propellers 
will be of sufficient size to ensure 
efticiency in a heavy Atlantic seaway, 
The inner shafts will also be fitted 


with go-astera turbines, It may be 
added that one of these great ships is 
to be built by Messrs, John Brown 


& Co, at their Clydebank works, and 
the other by Messrs, Swan & Hunter, 
on the Tyne. ‘These vessels, it is 
hoped, will recover for the British 
flag the championship of the Atlantic 
as far as speed is concerned.

Employés of the government, or of other 
local authorities, wero imprisoned to tho 
number of 560, an increase of seventy.

‘Tho prisoners aro set to productivo tasks, 
and earned in cash Rs. 1,86,000.6.8. 
We havo recoived also the annual report 
on the Inscin (Burma) Reformatory 
school, which had 82 boys at the ond of 
1903, a decrease of four.

Steel,” ete. Mr. Hinkson’s new book 
is a’ story of his native Ireland, 
and it revolves round the land ques- 
tion and tho problems with which 
Mr. Wyndham’s bill has attempted 
to grapple. It is mainly concerned with 
the fortunes of a young landlord, Lord 
Kilmacduagh, and tells how through the 
agitation of outsiders his tenants become 
discontented and an attempt is made to 
burn his castle. This disaster is, however, 
prevented by tho courage and presence of 
mind of Lord Kilmacduagh’s sweetheart, 
there is revulsion of fecling on tho part 
of the tenants and things settle down 
happily.

The advertisements wero 
about the same as last year, whilst the 
subscription list has improved. ‘The job 
printing of the old firm has also improv- 
ed, and, as I have already referred to the 
German department, there is no occasion 
to go further into that matter. The 
wages account has had to be considerably 
increased on account of the increased 
staff for the German department, and 
exponses have likewise slightly increased 
for the samo cause.

It is stated by one of the local native 
pers, from information received from the

‘To crown 
matters it now reported that the advanced 
guard of the Japanese main army is withi 
four miles of Kaiping and that proparations 
are being made to attack that city without 
delay. All well-to-do Chineso and those who

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THE SOOCHOW 
UNIVERSITY. 


We have received a handsome cloth- 
bound volume in Chinese and some 
English, the “Soochow University Annual 
1903,” and a well-printed little pamphlet 
of 30 pages, the “ Elistory of the Soochow 
University,” by the Rev. D. L. Anderson, 
D.D. It is to this gentleman, who is the 
Prosident of the University, that the 
“Annual” is dedicated. Its frontispiece, 
which, Chinese-fashion, is at ;what to us 
is the end of the book, gives us tho 
flags of China and the United States in 
thoir proper colours, and it contains por- 
traits of the President, the Board of 
Editors (Chinese), the Faculty (Chineso 
and American), and a large uumber of 
photographs of the University buildings, 
the classes, the students, the atuletic 
toams, ete., with some amusing sketches 
in connection with the Clubs formed in 
imitation of those existing in American 
Universities. 

Dr. Anderson's “ History” shows how 
rapidly the University has grown from an 
English school that was opened on Kung 
Hong Street, Soochow, on the 18th of 
November 1895, what a good work it is 
doing, and how favourably it is regarded 
by the high provincial officials at Soo- 
chow. On'the opening day of the school 
there wore 25 scholars, but it so quickly 
commended itself to the influential Chi- 
nese in the city that in March 1896 
the number was increased to forty. 
From the first the school, was  self- 
supporting, and in 1898 its numbers had 
increased to ninety. In that year Bishop 
A.W. Wilson was so. pleased with the 
work done by the Kang Hong School that 
he decided to amalgamate with it the 
Butlington School, giving it tho building, 
grounds, and equipment of the latter, and 
he undertook to raiso ten thousand dollars 
gold in the U.S. to provide suitable 
buildings. In 1899 it was decided to 
expand the school into a University, 
with Literary, Theological, and Medical 
Departments, and a snm of $15,000 
Mexican was’ contributed by Chinese in 
Soochow and neighbouring cities, and 
$2,700 in Shanghai. With the help of 
the Governor, H. E. Lu Chuan-lin, and 
the U.S. Consul-General here, Mr. Good- 
now, six acres of land were secured, 
making eight acres in all. ‘The Boxer 
outbreak in 1900 caused ‘a slight sot 
buck, but Bishop Wilson was much 
better than lus wurd, and in one evening 
at New Orleans the sum of $50,150 gold 
was collected, making the whole amount 
collected there and throughout the 
Church $80,000 gold. A portion of this 
was used in building a block of resi:tences 
at Shanghai as an endowment, and on 
the handsome and commodious buildings 
pictured in the “ Annual” a large part 
of the money was expended. More 
dormitories are still wanted to enable the 
University to secure a much larger pum- 
ber of students, and so do more 
effective work, aml wield a wider in- 
fluence. ‘The Governor of the province, 
H. E. En Shou, gave $3,000 Mex. for 
this purpose last year, and other Chinese 
gentlemen have contributed to the Dor- 
mitory Fund, but there is not yet a 
sufficient sum in hand to begin work. 
‘The success so far achieved, however, 1s 
most encouraging, and all who care for 
the future of China will hope that, in 
Dr. Arderson’s words, “ the work done 
in Soochow University will assist in the 
preservation of their ancient empire, 



































through the making of men, educated, 
strong-minded, unselfish men.” This the 
curriculum and the whole tone of the 
University may be trusted to accomplish. 





AMERICAN 
ENTERPRISE IN 
* CHINA. 


Another chapter has been added to the 
history of the relations between the American 
China Development Company and the 
Government of tho United States. It was 
stated in theso columns some two months ago 
that, so far as tho construction of 
the’ Hankow-Canton railway was con- 
cerned, the American character of the 
enterprise had for some time past beon 
purely nominal, and that within the 
lew weeks ing it had coused to 
bbe even that, the direotorate of the American 
China Development Company having become 
Belgian both in name and in fact, ‘To this 
statement exception was taken by Mr, 
Charles A. Whittier, the President of the 

, who said in a letter published by 
us on the 25th March that there had been no 
change in the charter or status of the Ameri- 
can China Develuy cat Company, which 
“remained and musi remain distinctly 
American.” Mr. Whittior added that “the 
stock interest’ which the Belgians fave 
acquired therein has no more effect upon 
the company’s status than similar holding in 
the past in scores of other American corpora~ 
tions.” ‘To this the reply was made that 
‘of the 6,000 shares of the company, 4,000 
are directly held for the controlling Belgian 
interests, and that of the remainder the 
only important block of the stock likely 
to remain in “ distinotively American” hands 
consists of tho 600 shares standing in the 
name of J. P. Morgan & Co. It was further 
contended in our comments on Mr. Whittier's 
letter, that it was absurd to pretend that a 
foreign stockholding interest in railroads 
operated on American soil had a precisely 
comparable status to a similar interest in an 
American corporation chartered to construct 
4 railroad in a foreign country, and claiming, 
as this corporation has already done, the 
intervention of the strong arm of the United 
States for the of its agents against 
mob violence in that country. Ib was further 
argued that the change of status of the 
‘American China Development Company, or 
at least of that phaso of its enterprise re- 
presented by the construction of the Han- 
kow-Canton railway, became a public ques- 
tion, because in ceasing to be distinctively 
American, and coming under the management 
and control of representatives of the King 
of Belgium, the obligations to protect it 
must be held to pass to the Government in 
whose head or in whose subjects is vested 
the title to a controlling majority of its stock. 

It now appears in dispatches of an ap- 
parently authoritative character from 
Washington that the United States Govern- 
‘ment has concluded to recognise the Ameri-

This deliverance was apparently elicited by 
certain questions submitted to the Depart- 
tment of Stato by the Chinese Minister, whose 
efforts to ascertain or to fix the precise status 
of the Hankow-Canton railway are eid to 
have been assisted by a Mr. John C. 
Ferguson, who is variously described as “a 
special commissioner from China,” and as 
“Grand Secretary of the Imperial Chines. 
Railway Administration of that country. 
One would like to have the comment of His 
Excellency Shéng on this latter title of 
Mr. Ferguson's, as also the views of his 
compatriots in Shanghai in regard to Mr. 
Ferguson's eminent fitness to conduct such 
‘@ negotiation. But, minor considerations 
apart, there stands out the reason assigned 
for the somewhat important decision reached 
by the Administration, namely, that China 
has feared for some time that Russia might 
acquire control of the Americin China Deve- 
lopment Company through either Belgian or 
French capitalists, and “thus secure the 
proposed railway north from Canton and 
through the Yangtze Valley to Hankow.” 
As a matter of fact, this would appear to 
be what Russia has already done. Some six 
years ago, in commenting on the conclusion 
of the contract between the Chinese Govern- 
ment and a Belgian syndicate for the con- 
struction of « railroad line from Peking to 
Hankow, the English China Association said 
in » memorial to Lord Salisbury: “Though 
the hand which signs the contract may be 
the hand of Belgium, it appears beyond 
quostion that France and Russia are the real 
powers behind the veil.” The financing of 
this iso has been, from the first, in 
the hands of the Russo-Chinese Bank, and 
the comment of the British critics has’ been 
proved to be entirely just. It is not claimed, 
‘apparently, that the Peking-Hankow syndi- 
cate control the southern extension of the 
line which, strictly speaking, extends from 
Wauohang, across the river from Hankow, to 
Canton. ‘That financially ubiquitous mon- 
arch, the King of the Belgians, is the 
accepted head of the first, and as yot the 
only, enterprise of the American China 
Development Company; but why it should 
ve domed mre dial Ran ae 
control company through his agency 
than through that of the Northern Belgian 
syndicate passes com} i Bither too 
mitch or too Tittle of Ms. Ferguson's argu- 
ment must have been given to the public;

The woodsman, yachtsinan, or Summer 
resort visitor, whorover he or she may be, 
can be communicated with instantly 
through the modium of one of the little 
watch tickers. ‘The point ‘of a parasol 
held aloft, a mast or short pole as the 
caso may be, will ensure the complete 
“picking up” of the wireless message 
after the watch has ticked off the first 
signal in the pocket. 

In short, as Mr. Tesla has frankly 
admitted, the possibilities of his amazing 
schome are simply boundless. He has 
not beou able to realiso to what extent it 
may be developed in the future, 

‘The Wardenclyffo tower is 185 feet 
high from the ground to the top of the 
cupola. ‘The smallest dimension across 
the base of uprights is 97 feet. The 
height to ledge of cupolais 153 feet, whilo 
the cupola itself is 65 foot in diamoter. 
The tower has eight sides, with a staircase 
and lift for reaching the cupola platform. 
It is thore that the wireless vibrations 
are received and shot out again in tho 
voltage desired to given points scattered 
over a very wide radius,

Wireless Clocks and Light. 
“Meanwhile, the transmission of 
ergy on xn industrial scale is not 
ig neglected. The Canadian Nia- 
gara’ Power Company has offered mo 
a splondid inducement. In this 
first power plant, which I have erected at 
Wardenelyffe, I’ propose to distribute 
10,000 hiorse-power under a tension of 
100,000,000 volts, which I now able 
to produce and handle with safety. 
“One of the chief uses will be the illu- 
mination of residences. It takes very 
little power to light a dwelling with 
vacuum tubes operated by high-frequency 
currents, and in each instance a terminal 
8 little above the roof will be sufficient, 
Another valuable application will be the 
driving of clocks aud other such ap- 
paratus. ‘These clocks will be exceed: 
ingly simple, will require absolutely no 
attention and will indicate rigorously 
correct time. There are innumerable 
devicesof all kinds which are either now 
employed or can be supplied, and by 
operating them in this manner I may be 
able to offer a groat convenience to the 
whole world with a plant of no more 
than 10,000 horse power. ‘Tho introduc- 
tion of this system will give opportunities 
for invention and manufacture ‘such as 
have never presented themselves before, 
“ Knowing the far-roaching importance 
of this first attempt and its offect upon 
future development, I shall proceed slowly 
and carefully. Exporienco has tanght 
me not to assign a term to enterprises tho 
consummation of which is not wholly 
dependent on my own abilities and exer- 
tions. But I am hopeful that theso great 
realisations ato not far off, and I know 
that when this first work is completed they 






































what has boen done heretofore. I have 
no doubt that it will prove very efficient 
in enlightening the masses, particularly 
in still uncivilisod countries and less 
accossiblo regions, and that it will add 
materially to goneral safety, comfort and 
convenienco, and maintenance of peace- 
ful relations. It involves the employ- 
ment of a number of plants, all of which 
aro capable of transmitting individu 
alised signals to the uttermost confines 
of the earth. Each of ‘them will be 
proferably located near some important 
centre of civilisation, and the news it re- 
ceives through any channel will bo 
flashed to all points of the globo. A 
and simplo device, which might be 
carried in one’s pocket, will accurately 
record the world’s news or such special 
messages as may bo intended for it. 
‘Thus the ontiro earth will be converted 
into a hugo brain as it were, capable of 
response in overy ono of its parts. Sinco 
@ single plant of but one hundred horso- 
powor can operate hundreds of millions 
of instruments, the system will havo a 
virtually infinite working capacity, and 
it must necds immensely facilitate and 
cheapen transmission of intelligence. 
“The first of these central plants is 
already completed. The best design of 
which ‘I know has been adopted, and the 
transmitter will emit a wave complex of a 
total maximum activity of 10,000,000 
horse power, one per cont of which is 
amply sufficient to ‘girdle the globe’ 
This enormous rate of energy delivery,

will follow with mathematical certitude, 

“Toward the close of 1898 a systematic 
research, carried on for a number of years 
with the object of perfecting a method of 
transmission of electrical energy through 
tho natural medium, lod me to ise 
threo important necessities: First, to 
develop a transmitter of great power ; 
yeond, to perfeet means for individuali 
ing and isolating the energy transmitted ; 
and, third, to ascertain the laws of pro- 
pagation of currents through the earth 
and the atmosphere. Various reasons 
determined mo to solect for my experi- 
mental investigations the large plateau 
at Colorado Springs, two thousand metros 
above soa level, which I reached late in 
May, 1899. 


Tesla’s First Important Discovery. 


“I found the earth was literally alivo 
with clectrioal vibrations, and soon I was 
dooply absorbed in this interesting inves- 
tigation. No better opportunities for 
such observations as I intended to make 
could be found anywhere. Colorado is a 
country famous for the natural displays of 
electric force. In that“dry and rarefied at- 
mosphere the sun’s rays beat the objects 
with fierce intensity. I raised steam, to 
4 dangerous pressure, in barrels filled with 
concentrated salt solution, and the tinfoil 
coatings of some of my elevated terminals 
shrivelled up in the fiery blaze. An ex- 
perimental high-tension transformer, care- 
Tessly exposed to the rays of the setting 
sun, had most of its insulating compound 

















approximately twice that of the combined 


melted out and was rendered useless. 
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Aided by the dryness and rarefaction of 
‘the air, the water evaporates as in a boiler, 
and static electricity is developed in 
abundance. Lightning discharges are, ac- 
cordingly, very frequent and sometimes of 
inconceivable violence. On one occasion 
approximately twelve thousand discharges 
occurred in two honrs, and all in a radius 
of certainly less than fifty kilometres from 
the laboratory. Many of them resembled 
gigantic’ trees of fire with the trunks up 
or down. 

“Ta the latter part of the samo tnonth I 
noticed several times that my instruments 
were affected more strongly by discharges 
taking place at groat distances than by 
those near by. This puzzled me very much. 
What was the cause? A number of ob- 
sorvations proved that it could not be due 
to the differences in the intensity of the 
individual discharge, and I really ascer- 
tained that the phenomenon was not the 
rotult of a varying relation between the 
periods of my receiving circuits and those 
of the terrestrial disturbances. Ono night, 
as I was walking home with an assistant, 
meditating over theso experiences, I was 
suddenly staggered by a thought. 

“ Once before it had prosented itself to 
me, but I had dismissed it as absurd and 
impossible. Now I banished it again. 
Nevertheless, my instinct was aroused and 
somehow I felt that I was nearing a great, 
revelation. 


Experimeniing with Stationary 
Waves. 

“ Tt was on the third of July—the date 
I shall never forget—when I obtained the 
first decisive experimental evidence of 
truth of overwhelming importance for tl 
advancement of humanity. A denso mass 
of strongly charged olouds gathered in 
the west, and toward the evening a violent 
storm broke loose which, after spending 
much of its fury in the mountains, was 
driven aw: Lert re velocity over the 
plains. Heavy long persisting arcs 
formed almost in regular time interval 
My observations were now greatly facili 
tated and rendered more accurate by the 
‘experiences already gained. 1 was able 
to handle my instruments quickly and I 
was prepared. ‘The recording apparatus 
boing properly adjusted, its indications 
became fainter and faintor with tho in- 
creasing distance of the storm, until they 
ceased altogether. I was watching in 
eagor expectation. Surely enough, in a 
little while the indications again began, 
grew stronger and stronger and, after 
passing through a maximum, gradually 
decreased and ceased once more. Many 
times, in regularly reourring intervals, 
tho same actions were repeated until the 
storm which, as evident from simple com- 
putations, was. moving with nearly con- 
stant speed, had retreated to a distanco 
of about three hundred kilometres. Nor 
did those strange actions stop then, but 
continued to manifest themselves with 
undiminished force. Subsequently, similar 
ions were also made by my assist- 
ant, Mr. Fritz Lowenstein; and shortly 
afterward several admirable opportunities 
presented themselves which brought out 
still more forcibly and unmistakably the 
true nature of a wonderful phenomenon. 
No doubt whatever remained: I was ob- 
serving stationary waves. 
Confidential Chats Aeross Oceans. 

“With these sttipendoug possibilities 
in sight, with the experimental evidence 
before me that their realisation was hence- 
forth merely ‘a'question of expert know- 
ledge, patience and skill, I attacked 
vigorously the development of my magni- 
fyibg transmitter, now, however, not so 
much with the original intention of pro- 


























































ducing one of great power as with the ob- 
ject of learning how to construct the best 
one. This is essentially a circuit of very 
high self-induction and small resistance 
which in its arrangement, modo of. ex- 
citation and action, may be said to be the 
diametrically opposite of a transmitting. 
circuit typical of telegraphy by Hertzian 
or electromagnetic radiations. It isdifficult 
toform an adequate ideaof the marvellous 
power of this unique appliance, by the 
aid of which the globe will be transformed. 
The olectromagnetic radiations being 
redueed to an insignificant quantity, and 
proper conditions of resonance maintain- 
ed, the circuit acts like an immense pen- 
dulum, storing indefinitely the energy of 
the primary exciting impulses and impres- 
sing upon the earth and its conducting 
atmosphere uniform harmonic oscillation: 
of intensities which, as actual tests have 
shown, may be pushed so far as to surpass 
those attained in tho natural displays of 
static electricity. 

““Whon the great truth accidentally 
revealed and experimentally confirmed is 
fully recognised it will be seen that this 
planet, with all its. appalling: immensity, 
is to electric currents virtually no more 
than a small metal ball, that by 
virtue of this fact many possibilities, each 
bafiling imagination and of incalculable 
consequence, aro rendered absolutely sure 
of accomplishment. When the first plant 
is inaugurated it will be shown that a tel 
graphic message, almost as secret and 
non-interferable ‘as a thought, can be 
transmitted to any terrestrial distance, 
the sound of the human voice, with all its 
intonations and inflections faithfully and 
instantly reproduced at any other point 
of the globe and the energy of a waterfall

GREEN TEA.—A fair business has been done in Wenchows at a decline of about a tael anda half, Market 


closes weak. 


Country Teas.—One chop of Fychow has been shewn, it is of poor quality, Taels 22 has been offered and 


refused. 


‘Acchop of Moyune Tea has also been offered, it is of poor quality, with dark water and dusty Young Hysons, 


Taels 28 has been offerred. 


One chop of Tienkai is reported to have arrived but up to the time of writing, musters have not been shewn. 


Pingsueys.—The Market during the interval has been quiet,
